A Parallel. — The New York Times says 
Antwerp had 200,000 inhabitants, and was lhe 
most commercial and prosperous city in the world 
— 2,600 merchant vessels arriving there in a year, 
bringing merchandise of the value of $133,000, 
000. When the Northern provinces revolted they 
took possession of the mouth of the Scheldt, built 
f rtsonthe sides and sunk (distractions in the 
channel, to prevent free navigation, in conse 
quenco of which Antwerp was ruined, and gras* 
grew before the warehouses of those who had 
lieen the greatest merchants in the world, and 
and her population was reduced to 60,000. The 
obstructions were removed, and, after centuries, 
her commerce began to revive. Napoleon spent 
50,000,000f. in improving her harbor, and she ha* 
now, perhaps, 00,000 people. Charleston has re- 
volted, and with sunken vesseis has obstructed 
her channel. When the shifting sands of her 
delta shall have covered those sunken vessels, 
and have lost two-thirds of her population and 
all her commerce, who will provide the millions 
necessary to restore her trade? Will she he able 
to raise it by selling her stolen forts and arsenal.- 
to the Southern Confederacy, subject to her seres 
sory right to take them again. 

Loots Napoleon’s “Haut New-Ykar to 
E iuant.” — The London Times of tho 1st in- 
stant graphically described the eager expecta 
lions with which Europe awaited the words to 
fall from the lips of Napoleon III. on that day. 

‘‘Anxiety,” said lhe Thunderer of Printing 
House Square, “reigns in every Foreign Office in 
Europe. Every Exchange is conscious of an un 
easy influence, and vibrates like the needle be- 
fore a magnetic storm. The political world feels 
sensitively, for, this day, Napoleon III., the Em- 
peror of the French, will address the Diplomatic 
B«xiv, and the policy of a grand military empire 
for the coming year may be revealed. If lhe 
fear of some nation* and the serious concern of all 
hectpahle of gratifying the vanity of France, 
and of her Emperor, they have reason tol»e fully 
satisfied. No flattery that could l>e poured forth 
by the lips of foreign envo s at the throne of 
French glory equals that which speaks in their 
silence and breaks forth in their reserve. The 
instant telegram and the quickly-despatched mes- 
sengers are compliments to the power of France 
more exquisite than could be conveyed by ora - 
tious and odes.” 



A Great New Contralto in Europe. — T re 
belli is a new contralto, now singing at Leipsic. 
Dwight, of the Journal of Mu*ic, who recently 
heard her, writes; 

No contra Ho that we ever heard — not excepting 
even Aibnui — has a voice of such clear, metallic, 
fascinating quality, or sings the music of Kossini 
in a style so finished, chaste and noble; and there 
lhe charm of unaft«ctedne-s in all she does. 
She a musician, too, it is said. From her ear- 
liest childhood her teachers were German, and at 
the age of ten or eleven she could play sonatas of 
Beethoven or fugues of Bach on the piano. Af- 
terward, when the rare treasure of her voice 
claimed especial culture, she was initiated into 
the songs of Schubert and other noble tone- poets.

The 
intense cold which is thus produced is exceeding- 
ly injurious to heal th, sometimes causing frost- 
bite and inducing chilblains, and not unfrequently 
colds, rheumatism, and even con?ump’iou. An- 
other objection to the practice of suiting streets is, 
that the mixture is hy no means a leather preserv- 
ative, as many experience to their cost.

t3r* We have frequently directed the atten- 
tion of our renders to the subject of wool- 
growing; and, under a sense of ita vast impor- 
tance to the agricultural interests of the West 
and especially of Kentucky and Tennessee, we 
publish the following portion of an article from 
the American Stock Journal. 

Our farmers have the climate, soil, and va- 
riety of products to produce not only rtic best 
mutton but the best wool in the world. 

We hope to see the day when our limestone 
hill-sides shall furnish luxuriant blue-grass 
pasturage for an innumerable number of that 
most timid of all animals, and not a dog to 
tens of thousands of them: 

Talk About Sheep. — u Our best mutton 
now comes from Kentucky,” was the reply of 
a seller in Quincy Hall Market, in Boston, to 
our inquiry during the last week in the last 
November, as to the supply of Boston market 
with meats. The English steamers bring 
across the ocean, we are informed, a portion of 
the mutton served up in the fashionable hotels 
in New York. It is notorious, that, while in 
England mutton furnishes a large proportion 
of the animal food of those who are fortunate 
enough to see meat upon their tables, in 
America, where we fancy nobody is too poor 
to be abundantly supplied with the best of 
food, there are large sections of the country 
given over to “hog and hominy” — where 
mutton-chop or roast leg of mutton is un- 
known, and even Beacon Hill, in Boston, can- 
not spread her elegant and hospitable table 
without a contribution irom the rich pastures 
of Old Kentucky. The Yankee notion seems 
to be that sheep were made to bear wool, but 
all through New England, where the farms 
are old and the land is comparatively poor, of 
late the opinion is gaining ground that it may 
be profitable to copy our mother England, 
and give more attention to producing sheep 
that may yield the double crop of food and 
clothing. 

Great Britain is the model agricultural 
country in the world, producing now an aver- 
age crop of twenty-eight bushels of wheat to 
the acre, while the average crop of the United 
States, by the census ot 1850, was but nine 
and one-eighth bushels to the acre, and the 
average crop of France, naturally a better 
wheat country than England, is estimated at 
thirteen and a half bushels to the acre. Sheep 
husbandry is the foundation of British agricul- 
ture. ^»Ir. Webster returned from England 
imj^'^saed with this fact, and, both in public 
and in private, advocated something like their 
hcep and turnip system for our country. 

England proper, with an area something less 
than that of Virginia, is supposed to contain 
forty-five millions of sheep, producing annual- 
ly two hundred and fitly million pounds of 
wool. In a pretty thorough examination of 
Onglish agriculture in 1857, we did not sec a 
flock of Saxony or Merino sheep, or of any 
breed which with us would be reckoned fine 
wooled. We attended several county shows of 
animals, as well as the exhibition of the Royal 
Agricultural Society, and found the sheep pens 
filled only with animals of the coarser grades. 

It is an interesting inquiry why the coarse- 
woolcd sheep should alone be found profitable 
in England, while in America attention is 
given almost exclusively to the fine wools. 
There is, however, no great mystery in the 
matter. Thus far, America has pursued the 
only course possible for her, but it is at least 
doubtful whether, in many parts of her wide 
domain, the time has not come for a change in 
her policy, by tho adoption of breeds with ref- 
erence, in part at least, to the production of 
meat. 

We are fully aware of the difficulties of dis- 
cussing this subject in a journal having a cir- 
culation as well in the cold North, and long 
settled New England States, as in the fertilo 
prairie regions of the West, and in the still 
milder climate of the South, yet there are gen- 
eral principles which eventually must control 
the whole matter, and some of these it is my 
purpose to discuss. It is obvious that where 
the market is remote, and where feed is abun- 
dant, as in Texas, and the new* States of the 
West, and in Australia, wool must be the 
main object of the sheep grower, because wool 
easily stored, and light of transportation, 
and nice calculations as to the cost of keeping 
are unnecessary, while meat could find no 
market; and indeed the unlimited supply of 
pasturage at trifling or no cost, renders it for 
the interest of the owner of the Hock to in- 
crease as rapidly as possible its numbers, and 
of course forbids the slaughter of any. On a 
given farm of limited extent, on the other 
hand, as in New England, where the winter is 
long and severe, the questions presented are 
nice, and of difficult solution. Here the rail- 
road is at every man’s door. The demand for 
meat is uniform and beyond the supply at rea- 
sonable prices. Every acre of pasturage, and 
every pound of hay has its market value, and 
the success of the farmer depends upon his 
converting the products of his farm eventually 
into cash, so as to bring him a reasonable 
profit for his labor and capital; and at the same 
time maintain the productive capacity of his 
farm. The practices of new' settlers, who cut 
and burn oft’ the primeval forests, and crop 
the land, year after year to exhaustion, with 
Indian com and wheat have no claim to the 
name of agriculture. This is only a system of 
plunder — a development of the resources of 
the soil, hy taking out of it its life blood and 
sending it away to market. 



[From the Country Qeutlaqun aud Cultivator.] 
IMPORTANCE OF CUTTING STRAW AND HAY. 

Messrs. Editors: I was sorry to read in your 
excellent paj»er of the (Ith inst. an article con- 
demning the practice of cutting straw', and ar- 
guing upon, as I think, a very insufficient basis, 
that the labor of so doing was worse than use- 
less. 

It is well to hear and thoroughly to discuss 
both sides of an argument, before concluding 
finally that any one system of management is 
the system for universal adoption. Having 
orked a straw' cutter for some years, and hav- 
ing last year purchased a new one for horse 
x>wer, with which I cut all the food for ten 
lead of cattle, tw'o horses, and about thirty 
sheep, during the whole season, I am in a po- 
sition to point out to Mr. Bishop, as well as to 
such of your readers ns may unfortunately be 
disposed to believe his theory, some of the 
manifold advantages of "cutting feed.” 

I must however beg leave to take particular 
exception to some of Mr. B. ’s remarks. It is 
precisely because I am “guided in my opera- 
tions by intellect, and inspired with a desire for 
improvement,” that I am disposed to render 
my growing and fattening animals every assist- 
ance to their digestive organs that science has 
pointed out; and I have satisfied myself by ex- 
perience, that (all other things being equal), 
the beast that has the most time for resting and 
sleep will be the soonest fattened. 

The line drawn hy your correspondent, bc- 
tween cutting and bruising the straw, is quite 
too fine to bear any stress. It may be correct 
enough in theory, but hardly exists in practice. 
It it were possible to feed a straw cutter w ith 
perfectly mathematical precision, and to keep 
the knives like razors, the smooth surface com- 
plained of might perhaps be objectionable; but 
going through, as the straw really docs, at 
ery possible angle w'ith the knives, it becomes 
iplit, jagged, and torn, prepared for macera- 
tion in fact, and in the most satisfactory man- 
ner for the ready absorption of the gastric juice. 

I think any practical man will bear me out in 
this. 

Of course, in this argument, it must be con- 
ceded to me that straw possesses considerable 
value as an article of food. I do not w-ant Mr. 
Mechi, or Baron Liebig, or any scientific man, 
to tell me this, for behold the proof. It is, and 
I grieve to say it, the custom in this cold re- 
gion for many farmers to winter their cattle 
entirely in the straw yard. Straw is their bed 
and board; their morning meal is straw; dur- 
ing the day they eat, ad libitum, straw, and at 
ight, if they w*cnt a change, they take more 
straw; and on this diet it is not unusual for a 
man to bring ten ouk of twelve head, alive 
through the w inter — kind o’ poor, to be sure, 
but alive. Proving beyond the shadow of a 
mbt, that there must be too much nutrition 
in straw to admit of its being wasted. 

What is worth doing, is worth doing well;” 
therefore, if it is to be fed instead of being 
wastefully used as bedding, some system must 
be adopted which will insure its being actually 
consumed, and that to the best possible advan- 
tage. 

I fail to see the use of supposing cases that 
do not, or should not exist. Who would feed 
a beast on “cut straw” alone, and at another 
time on “ uncut hay” alone? As I would pre- 
fer a delicately cut ham sandwich, to a lump 
of bread at one time and a lump of ham at 
another, so would my beast prefer a judicious 
admixture of the most and least palatable con- 
stituents of his food. And for providing him 
with this, commend me to the straw-cutter. 

The perfectly economical use of all kinds of 
fodder, both coarse and fine, forms one of the 
best arguments in favor of cutting, and this as 
well as the thrift of his animals should be 
the firmer’s care. Change of course is good, 
but this can be provided by the use of roots, 
meal, the various sorts of hay and straw, pea- 
haulm, &c. , rather than by using any one sort 
alone, to the exclusion of the others. 

I willingly grant that “straw is straw’, wheth- 
er cut or uncut,” but what then? I do not 
wish to “deceive” (as Mr. Bishop says) “any 
animal into the notion of eating poor food,” 
but as it has to l>c eaten, I wish to make it as 
palatable and nutritious as possible, and this, 
I repeat, can only be done by cutting and mix- 
ing. 

I strenuously advocate the use of spaced 
floors, or short floors with a gutter behind, re- 
quiring little or no bedding, and the conver- 
sion of all the produce of the farm (directly or 
indirectly) into good food and good manure. 

I can only add in further confirmation of my 
views, that' I had last winter little over half 
my usual amount of hay, w ith a full stock, and 
that by cutting up from one-third to one-half 
straw with the cut hay, with the addition of a 
very little meal to the lambs and store cattle, 
I brought all out in the spring in as good con- 
dition as I had ever done when feeding out 
whole hay in the good old wasteful way. Of 
course my cattle are all warmly housed, for am 
I not a reader of the Country Gentleman, and 
various other agricultural papers? 

I am happy to be able fully to coincide w ith 
Mr. Bishop’s last clause, and, Messrs. Editors, 
by your assistance, to go on in pursuit of that 
knowledge which he suggests as profitable for 
us all; only I maintain that while doing this, 
we ought not to leave the other (that is, the 
straw cutting), undone.

n great deal of unmeaning talk about the coercion 
of seceding States, about civil war, and of the 
intention of the Republican party to preciphatc 
the latter by a resort to the former. This is all 
for the purpose of deceiving, the honest masses of 
their party as to the issues involved in the pres 
ont crisis. The Republican party contemplate 
no such thing. They do not propose to employ 
coercion against any State, and if civil war is in 
i tinted, it w ill b« through the action of the Seces 
sionists, and the responsibility of it will reat en- 
tirely upon them. The Republicans propose to 
let the seceding States alone. If they do not 
choose to send Senators and Representatives to 
Congress it is their own Ion*, voluntarily incurr* d 
If they w ill not permit loyal citizens to discharge 
the duties of postmasters within their border?, 
the mail service will lie discontinued, and their 
own people will be the principal sufferers. If the 
officers connected with the Federal judiciary re 
aign, the State or States must be attached to th' 
nearest judicial district which remains 1 val. 
the revenue from customs cannot be collected In 
the sea-ports of the seceding States, then the law 
establishing these portsof entry must be repealed, 
and the foreign commerce of the recusant State 
summarily stopped. There is no coercion about 
all this surely — there is no civil war. The Fed 
oral Government has thus far committed uo act 
of violence — no act of aggression. 



Chief Justice Marshall on Secession. 
The Hon. John Marshall, formerly Chief Jus- 
tice of the Uuited States, was one of the 
H -eat'est men that our country has ever pro- 
duced. His expositions of Hie Constitution 
a id the laws of the United Stales were never 
surpassed in clearness, force, or truth, and 
they never can lx 1 . His was a Riant mind, 
and all its faculties ucrc perfectly balanced 
with each other. It is interesting at such a 
time as this*, to inquire what that (treat man 
a id illustrious jurist thought of the right of 
State S; cession, which is now asserted by noisy 
and blustering little politicians as confidently 
as if it were an axiom. We therefore take 
pleasure in publishing the following letter from 
him written in 1833 to his cousin Humphrey 
Marshall of Kentucky: 

Richmond, May 7, 1833.

We think that the Republican leaders had 
better, in this crisis, look matters squarely in 
the face. The theory put forth in the para- 
graph above from a Republican organ of abili- 
ty may seem very plausible to some, but wc 
can assure them that any attempt to carry it 
out iu practice would bring fearful calamities 
iqion both sections of the country. If the 
i’txlerul Government, when a Southern Con- 
federacy is framed, undertakes, by the blockade 
of Southern ports, to cut off all commerce 
from them, the proceeding will not long be 
unavenged, for the means of vengeance will be 
obvious and abundant. The Southern Con- 
i' derac) will at onco declare war against the 
Northern Confederacy and prosecute it with all 
the energies at her command. 

And those energies could and would be ex- 
erted with terrible effect. The Southern peo- 
ple, upon their rivers and at hundreds of the 
most favorable points along their two thousand 
miles of coast, would get up hundreds of armed 
craft to act as privateers upon the ocean and 
especially along the whole line of the Eastern 
shore of the North American continent, seizing 
and confiscating the vast commerce of the 
Northern States whilst the entire commerce ol 
the non-slaveholding States upon the Missis- 
sippi if not the Ohio would also be cut off. 
In such a condition of things reckless and 
desperate adventurers from all sections of the 
country would reap a tremendous harvest front, 
the commercial wealth of the North. Hun- 
dreds of Northern vessels, moreover, to secure 
a [torlion of the glittering prize, would accept 
the Hug ol the Southern Republic and depre 
natc upon their own section, thousands 
Northern desperadoes, like those who a few 
nights ago were about to seize the Brooklyn 
navy-yard, being ready to engage in the 
Southern service. Northern commerce would 
unquestionably suffer more, far more, from 
Southern privateering than it did from Uiitish 
privateering during the war of I«I2. It would 
not only be crippled, hut very nearly swept 
Irora the ocean. 

It may lie said that the United States Gov 
erniuout, or rather the Northern Government 
would at least have the right to decline ac 
kttow ledging the imkqiendenec of the Southern 
< .'oafederacy and to rejieal all laws making the 
ports of the South ports of entry. Especially 
would it have the right to suspend its revent e 
laws in a Territory practically independent 
But if by any further action it should attempt 
to interfere with Southern commerce, the South 
would not hesitate a moment to resist and re 
sent such acts of aggression by immediate war 
Such is the temper of the Southern people that 
war could scarcely bo prevented, even if the 
Legislatures were to exert their utmost energy 
for peace. And could the North hear the simul 
taneotis annihilation of her immense commerce 
and her immense manufactures, the two 
mighty sources of her prosperity? Would not 
Northern warehouses and flour-stores and 
bakeries and every other establishment upon 
which the starving eyes of hnngcr could fi 
themselves, be broken open in less than twelve 
months? 

Wc do not mean to say, that, in case 
war, the desolation in the North would be 
deeper and wilder than the desolation in the 
South — it would no doubt be terrible in both 
sections. The two have the power to ruin as 
well as to bless each other. We have pointed 
out the great and dangerous error of the cal- 
culations of many of the Northern leaders in 
the hope of awakening some salutary reflec- 
tions in the minds of those leaders and dis- 
posing them if possible to conciliation and 
compromise. North and South are alike inter- 
ested in the speedy and effectual adjustment, 
upon any basis reasonably just and fair, of the 
issues that now deeply imperil their welfare 
and the welfare of the present and future gen- 
erations of mankind. If they fail to make an 
amicable adjustment, their failure will be such 
an awful crime as will well deserve the dread- 
ful penalty that must inevitably follow. Oh, 
it is no time to quibble about party platforms 
when the destinies of more than an empire for 
wca! or for woe arc at stake! 



have read "with much satisfaction. No subject, as 
it seems to me, is more misunderstood or more 
perverted. You have brought into view numer- 
ous important historical facts which, in my judg- 
ment, remove the foundation on which the Nulli- 
aers and Seceders have erected that superstruc- 
ture which overshadows our Union. You have, I 
think, shown satisfacto ily that we never have 
been perfectly distinct, independent societies, eov- 
eriegn in the sense in which the Nullitiers use the 
lerm. When colonies we certainly- were not. We 
were parts of the British Empire, and although 
not directly connected with each other so far as 
respected government, we were connected in 
many resped s, and were united to the same stock. 
The steps we took to effect a separation were, as 
you have fully shown, not oqlv revolutionary in 
their nature, but they were taken conjointly. 
Then, as now, we acted in many respects as one 
people. The representatives of each colony acted 
for all. Their resolutions proceeded from a com- 
mon source, and operated on the whole mass. 
The army- was a Continental army commanded 
by a Continental General, and supported from the 
Continental treasury. The Declaration of Inde- 
pendence was made by a common government, 
and was made for all the States. 

Everything has been mixed. Treaties made 
r Congress have been considered as binding all 
le States. Some powers have been exercised by 
Congress, some by tbe States separately. _ The 
lines were not distinctly drawn. Tho inability of 
Congress to carry its legitimate powers into exo 



cation has gradually annulled those powers prac - 
tically, but they always existed in theory, inde-

In fact we have always been united in some re- 
spects, separate in others. We have acted as one 
people for some purposes, as distinct societies for 
others. I think you have shown this cleailv, and 
in so doing have demonstrated the fallacy of the 
principle on w hich either nullification or the t ight 
of peaceable constitutional Secession is asserted. 

The time is arrived when the<e truths must bo 
more generally spoken or our Union is at an end. 
He idea of complete sovereignty of the States 
converts our Government into a league, and, if 
carried into practice, dissolves the Union.

call for a Convention to meet next Monday, adds 
to the growing confidence that harmony will soon 
be restored, and that our Southern sisters, recon- 
sidering their hasty action, will return to that 
Union under which they have derived all their 
power and greatness. There is no indication more 
decided in the Legislature than the unwillingness 
of Kentucky to shoot from her sphere madly at 
a time when all calmness is requisite. 1 think 
that the position taken by Col. Hodge, of Camp- 
bell, in yesterday’s debate, in opposition to a 
Southern Confederacy, will be sustained by a 
large number of his party friends, or perhaps I 
should say his former party, for there is a noble 
and patriotic abnegation of all partisan ties at 
this crisis of danger to the country. Col. H. 
showed that a Southern Confederacy must con- 
tain more antagonistical elements than the pres- 
ent Union, for free trade and protection, tariff and 
direct taxation would produce irreconcilable dif- 
ficulties, while the free navigation of the Missis- 
sippi would be insisted upon by the whole region 
of country around its tributaries and head-waters. 

There is another indication which looks greatly 
promising, and that is the action of the people of 
Tennessee, through their legislature, in sending 
Commissioners to Washington despite its previous 
action and the recommendation of the Governor 
of tho State looking to a Southern conference. It 
is more thnn probable that this change of policy has 
been suggested by Mr. Breckinridge himself, who 
must see and feel that disorganization has 
been protracted too long, Disunion carried to a 
dangerous extent, and sectional rancor fired to 
such a heat that it will be almost impossible to 
cool it down to any degree of temperate and 
reasonable antagonism. It is unreasonable to ex- 
pect to cure the evils of Northern sectionalism by 
appeals to the South exclusively, and this has 
been virtually conceded by the Legislature of 
Virginia in calling a Convention of all the States, 
as well as by tile Legislature of Tennessee, in re- 
sponding to the proposal of Virginia. As the polit- 
ical friends of Mr. Breckinridge are largely in the 
ascondant in both these bodies, the inference is a 
fair one that their action meets his assent, if it 
was not shaped at his suggestion. The indica- 
tions that Mr. Breckinridge is retreating from his 
ultra position and returning to a more moderate 
and conservative course are therefore very grati- 
fying. lie will be forced by public opinion to take 
those very steps which would havo added so ma- 
terially to his reputation as a patriot and states- 
man, had they been taken voluntarily, and 
months ago. 



States, as well as the State of Kentucky. A log- 
ical deduction of calling a Convention is the 
change of the relations of the State, which is vir- 
tually a change of her Constitution, and it is 
vain to say no one intends that change, but only 
to alter the relations with the Federal Govern- 
ment. 

Having despatched some of our most illus- 
trious sons to Washington, is it not worth while 
to wait for their action and for tbe result of the 
peace council to be held at Washington? Had we 
not better wait until May than take steps which 
would throw Kentucky into convulsions and rend 
her intoefragments. So much has been eloquently 
said that he felt repugnance to pursue this dry- 
argument, but he invoked the House by all the 
memories of their fathers, by tho General Govern- 
ment, which has been so great in honors, bv every 
patriotic feeling which could animate the heart 
to come to the rescue of the country and patiently 
and diligently- wait the upturning events and the 
action of our Commissioners, in the hope that 
they will bring us back peace, qniet, and happi 
ness. 

Mr. Machen followed. lie denied that those 
with whom he acted were desirous of breaking up 
the Union, and he defended South Carolina, and 
insisted that her position and policy had been ac 
knowiedged as right by this country and the civ- 
ilized world. The South had sent its most emi- 
nent orators into the North last year to protest 
against the election of a sectio al candidate, 
South Carolina had precipitated the movement, 
but the causes originated in the North. Ho was 
for immediate action on the part of Kentucky for 
a Convention. Mr. Machen spoke at length, tak- 
ing the extreme view of the precipitators. He is 
eloquent and forcible, but he cannot shake the 
House from its noble conservatism.

Ax Unfortunate Mistakk. — The idea 
that Kentucky must of necessity go with tbe 
Gulf States in their hasty career because she 
has a sympathetic connection with them in the 
common interest of slavery, and because 
Northern States entertain* anti-slavery senti- 
ments, is a very pernicious error.

Wc cannot 
protect or benefit those States by uniting with 
them in Secession; on the contrary, 6uch an 
act would be entirely calamitous to them 
They would of course be gratified and proud 
to have from Kentucky an unequivocal mani- 
festation of sympathy, and of a desire to be 
associated with them, but their shrewdest men 
do not want us in their Southern Confederacy. 
They know full well that they need Kentucky 
for a mediator to preserve u central zone of 
peace across which the waves of war cannot 
pass. It will require the utmost exertions of 
Kentucky in her present position to preserve 
friendly relufions along the border line in view 
of the defiant tone and aggressive action of 
Southern States which seem to be bent on pro- 
voking a collision with the General Govern- 
ment.

IIow to Produce a Reaction in the 
Socth. — One of the most alarming symptoms 
of our present difficulties, as a contemporary 
says, consists in the fact that all efforts for a 
peaceful adjustment seem to aggravate rather 
than alleviate. From the outset there has 
been a misapprehension North and South, 
mainly attributable to the pernicious influence 
of a partisan press, bo that remedies arc, in 
consequence, misapplied; but the last and 
greatest and most grievous mistake is the ex 
pression of such a temper, on the part of the 
conservative men of the North — the sincere 
friends of the whole country — as has served 
almost to crush out the corresponding sen- 
timents existing in the South, which always 
have been the main reliance for a favorable 
issue. The South is conscious of its strength; 
its people are high-spirited, and will not cower 
before menaces from the North, however for- 
midable. Therefore the talk of coercion con- 
centrates and develops tho spirit of Secession, 
while the opposite course would diminish the 
supposed necessity for armed resistance, and 
give opportunity for the friends of the Union 
there to rally. Without doubt, large numbers 
of true men in the North, those who are al 
ways resolute in supporting the laws, have been 
betrayed by false reasoning, based on imper- 
fect information, into a position which of all 
others is most disastrous in its effects upon their 
co-workers in the Southern States.

We are glad to be able to agree with the 
Courier in any matter of national policy at 
this time when the people of Kentucky ougl t 
surely to be as little as possible divided by 
[tarty politics. We agree in reference to tbe 
earnestness of the South and the necessity of 
a prompt settlement of our national diflicnl. 
ties. But we respectfully suggest that the en- 
tire South is not in the same condition of 
feeling. While in the Gulf States a power- 
ful and perhaps predominant party have 
ecarcelv any hope of a reconstruction 
and indeed little if any desire to re-enter 
the Union while it embraces so many Black 
Hepublican States, Kentucky is determined 
<0 hold on to the Union if her rights can he 
■ecured. If Kentucky ever leaves the Union it 
will not be with the fierce exultation of long 
suppressed hatred, but with the sadness with 
w hich friends separate from friends and with 
which the patriot mourns the ruin of his coun- 
try. Kentucky has no hostile feelings against 
the people of the Border States with whom she 
has been so long connected, not only by busi- 
ness and hy social intercourse, but hy the lies 
•>f family ami blood. The people of Southern 
Illinois, Indiana, ami Ohio arc more nearly 
connected and identified with their neighbors 
on the South side of the Ohio river than with 
those politically their fellow citizens who in- 
habit the northern slopes of those States, 
whence their waters are tributary to the lakes. 

The severance of the Union along the lino 
of the Ohio river would be one of those pain- 
ful and unnatural events the possibility of 
which arouses every patriotic impulse. It is 
one of those formidable surgical operations 
from which the physician recoils until its ne- 
cessity is forced upon him. 

If it were possible that the Southern jairtion 
of those States could be disconnected from 
their Northern Black Republican counties wc 
should greatly prefer a division along the 39th 
or 40th parallel of latitude to a division along 
the Ohio river. 



Reconstruction —The Charleston corres- 
pondent of the Baltimore American savs that 
the reconstruction of the Federal Government 
is much talked of at present among the poli- 
ticians of that city. This reconstruction, he 
thinks, might ultimately find favor with the 
people of South Carolina, “provided New 
England, that plague spot of the continent, 
were excluded.” Georgia, he -thinks, may 
possibly propose such a reconstruction as 
would exclude the States controlled hy the 
spirit of abolition. There are many in Geor- 
gia however who prefer absolute State inde- 
pendence to joining in a Southern Confedera- 
cy, unless its policy should be agreeable to 
Georgia. 



Conventional Interest. — A bill is now- 
under consideration in the Legislature of Ohio 
to allow interest in all contracts to be fixed by 
the contracting parties at any rate not exceed 
ing ten per cent. We think such a measure 
is much better calculated to relieve the distress 
of the community than any unnecessary ex 
pansion of the circulation of Banks. Money 
is as abundant now as ever, but it is hoarded 
up and withheld from the channels of business 
because confidence is lacking and because the 
law allows only six per cent., which is not 
deemed a fair compensation by the lender. 
If ten per cent is made lawful in Ohio, it can 
not but have a tendency to attract to that State 
a portion of the two and a half millions 
dollars now lying idly on deposit in our 
banks. If borrowers and lenders were allowed 
to transact their own business in their own 
way, a large amount of our idle capital would 
be brought into use and energetic men of bust 
ness would be enabled to prosecute their un- 
dertakings successfully. 



Power of a Convention. — A "Kentucky 
corrosjiondent calls our attention to the legal 
difficulties of a convention, which he points out 
at length. A convention to determine the 
position of Kentucky in the Union is from its 
very inception an unconstitutional and revolu 
tionary body. Granting, however, that some 
urgent necessity should ari«e in which a revo 
I ut ionary convention should be demanded and 
assembled, such a convention would have no 
constitutional power to withdraw Kentucky 
from the Union or to associate Kentucky in 
any other confederation; nor would it have any 
constitutional right to enlarge the powers of 
our State Government and confer ujion it the 
[lower of making treaties, declaring war, coin- 
ing money, &c., &c., which now belong to the 
Federal Government. Every step in the ac- 
tion of such a convention would be unconsti- 
tutional and revolutionary.

resolutions requesting the President of the United 
States to withdraw ell the federal forces from the 
occupancy of forts in the seceding States, as their 
presence tended to complicate affairs and prevent 
peaceable adjustment. They, by the rules, lie 
over for one day, but the rules were suspended to 
take them up, and a motion made to dispense with 
the special order of the day to consider them, was 
lost by <>0 yeas to 34 nays, two- thirds not voting. 
Mr. Tevis said tho resolutions were of deep im- 
portance and required some reflection, after which 
he did not doubt there would bs perfect unanimity 
in their adoption. He therefore moved to make 
them the special ordor for to morrow at l /£ past 10 
o’clock, which was agreed to. 

After the transaction of some unimportant bus- 
iness, the House resolved itself into Committee of 
the Whole on Federal Relationss, Mr. Nat. Wolfe 
having the floor. He said we were in the midst 
of great events and drew a striking picture of the 
peace and trmquility which pervaded the country 
a few months since; its liberty unboundtd; its 
commerce whitening every sea, and our hill tops 
and vallies vocal with tbe eestacies of peace. 
Now in contrast, brothera are preparing to strike 
at brothers hearts; who can contemplate this with- 
out a shudder. lie thanked God that he was in a 
Legislative Council to raise his voice, however fee- 
ble for the preservation of the Union. What has 
caused the strife? What has raised the fratri- 
cidal hand to strike down the Udioo ? Slavery 
may lie one of the ingredients, but there are oth- 
er causes, germinated years since, now threaten- 
ing to overshadow tbe land. We should trace 
from causes to effects. In South Carolina we 
find discontent existing years ago, and her people 
denying the clear Constitutional right to levy 
duties on imports. This led to an attitude of hos- 
tility to the Federal Government, and, throwing 
herself on her State sovereignty, issued her ordi- 
nance of nullification. She asserted herself inde- 
pendent of the government, but she finally 
yielded after the compromise tariff was intro- 
duced hy Mr. Clay. That quarrel has festered 
and rankled in her bosom ever since. Conventions 
have been called to form Southern Confederacies 
at her instigation, and though they failed, they 
are matters of history, and we must look at them. 
Before the late Presidential election, one of her 
prominent men seemed to desire a preservation of 
the Union, while others, who were her represen- 
tative men, affirmed that the Union was not 
worthy of preservation. 

As to this question of slavery, what ia it? They 
say some States have decreed that the Territories 
shall not be occupied by Southern men with their 
slaves. There is no charge against the general 
government, and not a single wrong imputed to 
it by the seceding States. Under the Union we 
have grown great and commanded the respect of 
the world, and now because some Northern men 
desire to hem in slavery should this government 
be destroyed, because, not sovereign States, but 
people, not a fraction of the population of those 
States, refuse us common rights on the public 
domain? We find States withdrawing their al- 
legiance and changing all their relations to their 
sister Stages. God only know what is to be the 
result. We are urged by some to take sides with 
the seceding States as a right and duty. We are 
asked to oppose the general government and form 
a Central Confederacy. He was glad to stand up 
with Mr. Hodge to say that this is a mere fig- 
ment of the brain, and that Kentucky intends to 
uphold this Union. As long as our rights can he 
maintained, and until wrongs not to lie endured 
by a gallant people are perpetrated, would he be 
prepared to throw off his allegiance to the Fed- 
eral government. Secession immediately con- 
verts our border States into enemies when they 
are now ready to defend our rights. If we pro- 
claim that the line of slaveryi s withdrawn, and 
our sympathies changed, it naturally follows that 
our repulse of their friendship will induce them 
to unite with those who think that the extension 
of human freedom Is the great aim of govern- 
ment, 

Mr. W. Faid let os look at facts; look along the 
line — we find many non slaveholders and few 
slaveholders; when tbe former are burdened with 
heavy taxation to support a Southern Confedera- 
cy, will (hey submit, or will they say that the 
new government was formed for the slaveholders 
and not for the non-slaveholders. They will rise 
and demand relief from grinding taxation. As a 
nat ural consequence we shall be compelled to have 
standing armies, when the line of slavery is 
drawn; from ten to fifteen millions a year drawn 
from our citizens at a time when all the influences 
of cheerful industry and thrift are crushed out. 
Is it our interest to take this position, when all 
the laws of the government have been faithfully 
executed, and when it has done such incalculable 
good to u ? Ia it a time to cut loose from such a 
government? 

What is the promised good to result from the 
disunion of these States? Do we draw any more 
rights to territory by withdrawing? Are wo pre 
pared to accept free trade, when Kentucky has 
always said that protection was one of tbe cardi- 
nal principles of the American Government? 
There is a determination to have an influx of 
labor from the barbarous shores of Africa to 
assist in the cultivation of King Cotton. Is Ken- 
tucky prepared for this, from which her nature 
revolts? IIow are we to get our rights in the 
Territories except by large armies and invasion to 
recover them by the point of the sword. Who so 
ardent as fiot to see that would be a hopeless task? 
Viewed in any aspect, w onldjthe step be a happy 
one? Look around and res what is going on. We 
see Lincoln about to he ihatigu rated, but we bavl 
thousands upon thousands of true friends in the 
Free States, and know that Lincoln would not 
have been elected had not the Democratic party 
been divided on its candidates. Are we to turn 
our hack on those who have shown themselves 
friends of the Union, or would it be tbe part of 
wisdom to wait and see what Lincoln and the Re- 
publican party will do. Let us tarry to see if they 
w ill deny us our rights, for our blessings are too 
precious to be thrown away on mere abstract the- 
ories. Is there nothing in revolutionary reminis- 
cences to show us that we have friends in the 
North and to attach us to them? We find Wash- 
ington by the side of Greene — Washington in the 
North and Greene In the South — aye, even in 
South Carolina. The State of New York 
illustrates the fairest page in our history, and 
abounds in instances of devotion to the interests 
of the whole country. 

Mr. Wolfe made a beautiful episodical reference 
to the death of Nathan Hale, and his noble senti- 
ment of regret that he had but one life to offer 
for his country. Had we not better express such 
thoughts than talk of dissolving the Union. He 
was not for submission; he was for standing fast 
until our rights are invaded and threats are car- 
ried out, then Kentucky will raze the last house, 
burn the last blade of grass, and resist to the last. 
Those who have gone with us, doing kind offices, 
are not to be resisted as enemies now. 

Mr. Wolfe reviewed the propositions before the 
House. Mr. Jacob proposes that the Legislature 
shall send Commissioners to the different States 
to invite them to accept the Crittenden adjust- 
ment, and, if they cannot accomplish any good, 
that we should reconvene in May. He embraced 
it heartily, and believed it would tend to heal the 
wounds and dissentions of the country. Mr. 
Hodge’s proposition looks to the contingency of 
the rejection of the Crittenden Compro- 
mise, and that then the Governor shall be 
authorized to take tbe sense of the people as 
to a Convention, and if a majority vote in favor, 
that he shall order the election of delegates. 
This is in direct conflict with the Constitution — 
the terms of which Mr. Wolfe stated in full — they 
cannot be evaded until the people exercise the 
revolutionary right of overthrowing her govern- 
ment, after a long series of wrong. Bat has that 
time come ? Does Kentucky oppress us so that 
we must rise in revolution ?

people in this section of Kentucky, at any rate in 
the counties of Livingston, Critlenden, Caldwell, 
and Lyon. The nature of my business transac- 
tions and employment calls me out necessarily for 
considerably over half my lime amongst the yeo- 
manry, the bone and sinew of the country in 
these counties, and I speak what I do know when 
1 sav they are almost to a man against Secession 
or Disunion at all on account of any grievai ces 
now complained of. 

They say we have done well, lived heretofore in 
peace, harmony, and comfort, and been prosperous. 
If anybody has sustained harm on account of the 
Northern aggrea-ions it is we and not South 
Carolina or the Cotton States who never do lose 
a slave, and if we do not wish te bring on civil 
war and revolution to redress our wrongs, we can- 
not conceive that they (the South) should force 
it on us. They say we do not ask, need, or in 
any manner desire the guardianship of the S. uth 
or need their aid to resist an insult offered to us. 
It is true there are some restless spirits far Seces- 
sion amongst us, the great majority of whom 
own no land, no slices to work it, and no money 
to buy either land or slaves, but this class of vo- 
ters nu nber not exceeding, in my judgment, 
one-tenth. Those for it are chiefly youngsters, 
whose fathers differ widely with them on this 
subject, bovs as it were who have no idea of the 
calamity that now threatens tts. 

I was in the town of Marion in Crittenden 
county two weeks ago, at a county court. A 
vast crowd of people were there, all anxious to 
hear the nows of the country's troubles, and hav- 
ing but little business besides that all were 
unanimously, so far as 1 heard them talk, against 
Secession, against a State Convention; and as 
mv acquaintance was pretty general, and my 
business of a public nature, I of course heaid a 
great many talk, and 1 do not recollect to have 
heard any countryman speak for Secession. 

1 hear’that a I’aducah paper has published that 
two-thirds of Lyon county was for .Secession. If 
yon mav rest assured such is a mistake. There

Kentucky is as far from beinp coerced out of the 
Union bv South Carolina as she is from submit- 
ting to Northern aggressions whenever such ag- 
gressions come. 



Georgia's Trospects in the New Con- 
federacy. — The Augusta (Ga.) Sentinel, a 
very able paper, goes with its party in Georgia 
in the cause of Secession, but is not insane 
enough to be blind to the inevitable burdens 
which that State is bringing upon herself. 
Here are some eminently practical considera- 
tions suggested for the consideration of the 
people of Georgia, and they are worthy of the 
attention of all the Seceding States, for the 
crushing weight of the new order of things 
will press alike upon the shoulders of all: 

Georgia pays comparatively very little percent 
on property, as direct taxes for State, county, and 
poor school purposes — from six and a half to" eight 
cents on the hundred dollars for the State, and not 
more, perhaps, than eighty per cent on that for 
all other purposes, outside of the cities. Still thd 
State raises & 100,000 annually in this way. 

What would >he have to raise, as her" part, if 



the new Confederacy determine on free tr^de and 
direct taxation? The total revenue for the Gov- 
ernment would not be lc*s than forty, and might 
rise to sixty, millions of dollars annually. For 
tbe first few vears It might reach sixty* and if 
war ensue, of which there can scarcely be a doubt, 
the necessities of the Government would exceed 
one hundred millions. If there be eight States in 
the new Confederacy, Georgia would be required 
to raise at least sir millions of dollars, in addition 
to what she now pays for the State. The man 
that now pays, in the country, fifty dollars, will 
then be required to pay eiqht hundred. If the 
Confederacy of the fifteen States, still the Georgia 
planter will have to pay five, six, or seven hun- 
dred dollars, where he now pays fifty. How can 
he pay it? 

Ihe Georgia planter now, owning fifty negroes, 
thirty of whom are field bands, eight thousand 
dollars worth of lands, and eight thousand dollars 
worth of mulr, cattle, provisions, &c., makes on 
a run of ten years .13,600 worth of cotton per 
annum, and nay8 taxes direct to the amount of 
.$70. Under the new regime he will have to pay 
from eight to eleven hundred dollars. Kverylnxly 
knows that he could never pay it without selling 
a negro or two every year, import more Afri- 
cans, reduce the prico of field hands to $300 and 
cotton to five cents make his income $1,800, and 
he would destroy anv government on ejrth rather 
than bear such burdens as these. He could not 
bear them, and it would he folly to talk to him. 

Now let the Georgia Convention bear all these 
things in mind when thev appoint delegates to the 
Southern Convention at A font ginnery*

A Kentuckian Sues Rarey. — An action hag 
been commenced in the Supreme Court against 
Mr. Rarey, the horse tamer. The complainant 
is Mr. Denton Offutt, of Kentucky, a gentleman 
well known in this city. He alleges in his com- 
plaint that the system of horse-taming adopted 
by Mr. Rarey was imparted to the latter ten 
years ago, who entered into a bond, agreeing to 
pay $50 for every time he imparted the secret. 
Mr. Rarey admits signing a bond as stated, hut 
claims that his system is unlike that of the com- 
plainant. On the part of Mr. Offutt, as proof of 
the truth of his allegation, there is put in evidence 
a book of his, entitled “Offutt’s Method of Gent- 
ling Horses.'* This book was published in Lex- 
ington in 1850, and unfolds the “strap process” 
used by Mr. Rarey. To the bond are appended 
the names of Henry Clay, Sam Houston, J. Minor 
Botts, and other leading men of the South. Mr. 
Rarey is said to have accumulated some $200,000, 
and enforcement of the conditions of the bond, it 
is said, will strip him of his earnings, and leave 
him largely in debt. 



Found Dead.— On Saturday last, the dr ad 
body of a negro man was found in a hemp field 
upon the fann of Thomas II. Wilson, on Cooper’s 
Run, in Bourbon county. The Paris Citizen 
says that he bad evidently been dead for two 
weeks or more, and the cause of his death could 
not he certainly ascertained. It is probable, 
however, that his death was caused by exposure. 
The body was not identified, hut it is believed to 
have been that of Peter Grant, a well-known free 
man of this town, who has been missing for near 
a month, and who was a great drunkard. 



Important from Syria. — Letters from Syria, 
received at Boston, state that new conspiracies 
have been discovered there, and another explo- 
sion of Mohammedan fanaticism is feared. A 
plot has been discovered at Aleppo, and fourteen 
persons have been arrested. It is evident that if 
the European troops were withdrawn, that there 
would be no safety for Christians in the land. 
But the most important fact is that the French 
Emperor refuses to withdraw bis army at the erd 
of the six months agreed upon, and it is thought 
may insist upon a permanent occupation of tl e 
country. 

Commerce of Charleston.— On Friday last 
there were in the port of Charleston three steam- 
ships, six ships, thirteen harks, three terns, and 
eighteen brigs and schooners, exclusive cf 
schooners under one hundred tons. Of these 
nine were ready to proceed to sea, thirteen were 
receiving freight, and the remainder were either 
discharging their cargoes or awaiting orders. A 
majority of those enumerated are foreign vessels, 
bailing from Great Britain, Sweden, Denmark, 
and Spain. 

The Revenue Cutter Gen. Cass Ordered 
to New York. — The New Orleans Picayune 
SAya that a special agent of the Federal Govern- 
ment has arrived there with instructions forCapt. 
Brushwood at the Passes to take the revenue cut- 
ter Gen. Cass to New York, and that Captain 
Brushwood refused to do so, and brought the cut- 
ter up the river. She is now at anchor at her 
usual moorings t»elow New Orleans.

Affairs in Indianapolis. — Special dispatches 
from Indianapolis, Indiana, under date of Thurs- 
day, say: 

Here is an exact copy of the joint resolutions 

hich pa fined the House this morning, almost 
unanimously. They also passed the Senate this 
evening al>out 5 o'clock, only three voting against 
them. 

Whereas, The State of Virginia has transmit- 
ted to this S‘ate resolutions adopted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly, inviting fcuch States as are will- 
ing to unite with her, in an earnest effort to ad- 
just the present unhappy controversies, in the 
spirit in which the Constitution was originally 
framed, to send Commissioners to meet those ap 
pointed by that State, in convention to he held in 
the city of Washington on the fourth day of Feb- 
ruary next, to consider and, if possible, agree 
upon some suitable adjustment; and whereas, 
some of the States to which invitations were ex- 
tended by l he State of Virginia have already re- 
sponded and appointed Commissioners, therefore, 

Resolved, By the General Assembly of the State 
of Indiana, that we accept the invitation of the 
State of Virginia, in the true spirit of fraternal 
feeling, and that the Governor of this State is 
hereby directed and empowered to appoint five 
Commissioners to meet the Commissioners ap- 
jointed by our sister States, to consult upon the un- 
lappy differences now dividing the country, hut 
the said Commissioners shall take no action that 
will commit this State until nineteen of the States 
of the Union are represented, and without first 
having communicated with this General Assem- 
bly in regard to such action, and having received 
the authority of the same so to commit the State. 

Resolved , r fbat while wo are not prepared to 
assent to the terms of settlement proposed by the 
State of Virginia, and are fully satisfied that the 
Constitution, if fairly interpreted and obeyed, 
con ains ample provision within itself for the cor- 
rection of the evils complained of ; still, with a 
disposition to reciprocate the patriotic desire of 
the State of Virginia, and have harmoniously 
adjusted all difficulties existing between the 
States of the Union, this General Assembly is 
inclined to respond to the invitation of Virginia, 
bv the appointment of Commissioners herein pro- 
vided for, but as the time fixed for the Conven- 
tion to assemble is so near at hand that all the 
States can not be represented, it is expected that 
the Commissioners, on behalf of this State, will 
insist that the Convention adjourn until such time 
as the States shall havq an opportunity of being 
represented. 

Resolved, That his Excellency, the Governor, 
he requested to transmit copies of these resolu- 
tions to the Executives of each of the States of 
the Union.

The Main Street Fire. — As stated elsewhere, 
the fire that occurred Thursday night originated in 
the rear of the building occupied by Mr. U. B 
Evarts, on the south side of Main, between Second 
and Third streets, and it is supposed that it was 
the result of a defective flue. The losses were not 
so much by tire as by the water which was neces 
sarily thrown to prevent a general conflagration 
The wall paper, artists’ materials, &c., included 
in Mr. Evart’s stock, were badly damaged, hut he 
was insured for $25,000. Messrs. D. P. Faulds & 
Co. are also heavy losers, as in addition to the 
damage done their building by the fire, a number 
of pianos were greatly injured in the removal, and 
a large stock of sheet music was rendered worth 
leas. They were likewise fully insured. The 
damage by water to the carpet and furnishing es 
tablishment of C. Duvall & Co. was about $1,000, 
against which they are insured. The loss to our 
friend Troendle, the artist, is a serious one. lie 
occupied a room in Mr. Evart’s building, and all 
his properties, including a number of valuable 
paintings, sketches, and other works of art, was 
entirely destroyed. His loss is over $1,200, upon 
which he had insurance to the amount of $400 
only. By careful study, unremitting devotion to 
his profession, and the discovery of rare genius, 
he had succeeded in establishing an excellent rep- 
utation both as an artist and as a citizen, and Ills 
loss is a serious embarrassment to him at this 
time. 



KENTUCKY LEGISLATURE. 

Frankfurt, Feb. 1. 

Senate .— The Committee of the Judiciary was 
discharged from the consideration of a hill to 
amend the execution laws — by yeas 24, nays 12. 

A motion was made and entered to re-consider 
the vote discharging said Committee. 

The Senate then took up the special order, be- 
ing the resolutions offered hv Mr. Fisk from the 
Select Com mi t tee on Federal Relations. (Resolu- 
tions published In yesterday’s report.) 

Mr. Andrews moved to amend the 5th resolu- 
tion by striking out the 4th day of February and 
inserting the 6th of February. Adopted: yeas 20, 
navs 17. 

The resolutions as amended were then adopted; 
yeas 25, nays 12. 

A communication from the Hon. C. A. n ick- 
liffe accepting the appointment of Commissioner, 
was received. 

After at tending to other local matters the Sen- 
ate adjourned. 

House — A Senate hill to amend the charter of 
Masonic Temple Company of IxMiUville. Passed. 

A bill appropriating $20,000 to aid In rebuild- 
ing the western Lunatic Asylum, was ordered to 
have a second reading to-morrow at o’clock. 

Mr. Tevia reported a hill to incorporate the 
Beargrass Packing and Manufacturing Company, 
which was passed. ^ 

A communication was read from the Hon. C. 
A. Wickliffe, accepting the appointment of Com- 
missioner. 

The Speaker laid before the House a report from 
the President of the Board of Internal Improve- 
ment. 

Mr. Harrison presented joint resolutions re- 
questing the President of the United States to 
withdraw the Federal troops from the Seceding 
States. Made the special order for 10)^ o clock 
to-morrow, and ordered to he printed. 

A large number of local hills from the Senate 
were taken up and passed. 

The House then took up the several resolutions 
reported by the Committee on Federal Relations, 
and after some discussion, in which Messrs. Wolf 
and Machen took parts, adjourned. 

Washington Gossir. — The Cincinnati papers 
of yesterday contain the following special de- 
spatches: 

The language of Mr. Cobb, on letiring from 
Congress serves in a measure to confirm a rumor 
that I beard frequently of late, which is, that 
Georgia and Louisiana adopted the ordinance of 
secession in order to have a voice in the Mont- 
gomery Convention, when they will clearly state 
their grievances and make a general demand of 
the North to retrace its steps. If this is done, 
then they will return and endeavor to bring South 
Carolina hack with them. But as her reply to 
Virginia shows lhat she is determined to stay out, 
then let her remain out. I have learned, author- 
itatively, that the messenger sent by land to Pen- 
sacola had instructions to the commander of the 
State forces that the Brooklyn was not bent on a 
hostile errand, and that the troops are hound for 
the Tortugas and Key West, where the steamer 
Joseph )\ hitney also conveyed some men and 
provisions. 

The Pacific Railroad Bill passed the Senate to- 
day, and was returned to the House. It is doubt- 
ful whether it will pass the House. In the Tariff 
Bill, now preparing hv the committee, iron re- 
mains unchanged; woolens, ply, twelve cents a 
round, instead of sixteen cents, as in Morrill s 
nil. This conforms to rates on raw material. 
All duties are to be paid within thirty days cf or 
the entry. Merchandise intended for reshipment 
can be stored for six months. The committee will 
recommend that the new law shall go into effect 
on the first of April next, except that portion 
which relates to warehousing, which goes into op- 
eration on the first of July. A proposition is also 
under discussion for imposing a dutw of five per 
cent, on tea, coffee, and sugar, taking nineteen 
per cent, from the present duties. 

There are rumors of a conspiracy to assassinate 
Jeneral Scott. There is no truth in it. 

All members of the Massachusetts delegation 
to Congress, except Senator Sumner, have united 
in urging their Legislature to send delegates here 
to the 4th of February Convention. It is under- 
stood that Connecticut and Rhode Island will he 
surely represented in it; also, that Wisconsin and 
(owa will also send delegates. 

A number of leading merchants of Baltimo 
last week addressed a letter to Gov. Ellis, of 
North Carolina, requesting aid for the establish- 
ment of a line of steamers between that party and 
Europe for direct importation of foreign goods. 

The Governor replies that Baltimore has sent a 
Representative to Congress who has, by all his 
votes and speeches, showed his hostility to the 
South and his approbation with the North and its 
dominant parlv; and as New York City is repre- 
sented by men who have always stood up for the 
rights of the »South, he cannot but favor the rights 
of the latter city as a market until Baltimore re- 
deems herself from her present equi vocal position. 

The citizens are signing a call for a meeting to 
appoint delegates to a State Convention. 

Business very dull — no prospect of a spring 
trade, or until after the 4th of March. 

Maryland wants the Union to continue, hut 
must have her rights, guaranteed to her under the 
Constitution. 



Ohio Legislature. — The Columbus corre- 
spondent if the Cincinnati Enquirer telegraphed 
that paper as follows on Thursday:

A report from Washington that Mr. Lincoln 
has written to Schuyler Colfax, and ether Repub- 
lican Congressmen, urging the passage of compro- 
mise measures, is authoritatively contradicted. 

Judge Bates made a speech before a Republican 
caucus. He expressed himself strongly against 
Secession, hut did not commit himself on any of 
the compromise propositions, and disclaimed to 
speak for Mr. Lincoln. 

Gov. Yates is not absolutely opposed to the ap- 
pointment of Commissioners in response to tbe 
irginia invitation, hut ol-jeets to tb<ir meeting 
before Lincoln s inauguration. This is known to 
he the views of the President elect. There is a 
;ood deal of agitation on the subject in the Legis- 
ature, and Commissioners may yet be appointed.

“The feeling in Vera Cruz is entirely with the

Columbus, Ky., Jan. 20, 1861. 
Living as we do in the hot-bed of the terrible 
First, you may he assured that during the last 
sixty days we have had our due proportion of ex 
citeinent with the other portions of our country 
Secession broke out here on a small portion of 
our inhabitants In a worse form than ever the 
black vomit showed itself in any country, and 
like that disease and the cholera has taken its 
victim* from the reckless and the unfortunate. 
They have striven hard to spread its infection 
throughout the country, hut as vet few* hav 
caught it, and after a slight purgative have fairly 
recovered. Even a number of the first and se 
verest cases have recovered, and others are iu 
fair way. 

The Secessionists have had two public meetings, 
one hero and the other in Clinton, where they 
gave an expression of their sentiments as an ex 
pression of the people’s, which was sternly re 
nuked by the people at a public meeting called 
(not gotten up) and held here, declaring their de 
termination to abide in the Union, if possible — 
that they would not sacrifice their interest in the 
property of the United Statas, and if war was 
rendered necessary to secure it, they would fight 
beneath the stars and stripes — that at least the 
voice of the people of the State should he heard 
through a convention, and every means he taken 
to conciliate the extremists of l>oth North and 
South. 

This was gall to the “fire-spitters,” and the 
spleen broke loo>e, and strange to say assumed 
the appearance of a cloth not unfrequently seen 
where babies are washed of a morning. But they 
call it the “Palmetto Flag,” or did call if before 
the rains of heaven had washed nut the emblems of 
their iniquity. After spreading it to the breeze, 
each one gave vent to their unpatriotic phelinks in 
the longest and h *st speeches ever made by them 
on any occasion (about half a dozen of them — 
their numlier excepting the children gathered 
around it) in the extended time of twenty minutes 
Since then, but little has been said by any of 
them.

Tiif. Duties on Sugar. — Now that it is pro- 
posed in Congress to repeal the duties on foreign 
sugars, the following statement, if at all correct, 
is interesting: 

Tho amount of duties paid on sugars imported 
into this country, to protect the interests of I/>u- 
isiana, has averaged more than seven millions 
per annum for the list five years, and during the 
decade closed have amounted to fully fifty-seven 
millions of dollars. In I860 the value of sugar 
imported was $28,931,100, the duty on which 
(twenty-four per cent) amounted to $6,943,400. 
Of the total consumption of sugar in this country, 
it is estimated that forty per cent, is the product 
of the Ix>uLiara plantations, the whole of which 
would become worthless In a week, except under 
a protective tariff. The capital invested in these 
is probably not less than thirty millions of dollars, 
and may exceed that figure considerably. During 
the last quarter of a century the sugar product 
of that Mate must have reached the sum of 
7 » . 1 >00, 000. 

An Incident at Charleston. — A correspon- 
dent writing from Charleston under date of the 
22d ult., says: 

A little incident happened here last night which 
serves to break up, in somedegree, the calm which 
begins to grow insupportable. A small Imat, 
coming from Fort Sumter toward the city, under 
cover of the darkness, was hailed by a sentinel 
on Sullivan’s Gland. No response was returned 
to the challenge, and the sentinel fired in ihe di- 
rection of the poor little boat, which, following 
the example of the Star of the West, retreated. 
The importance of this incident is not great, al- 
though it will undoubtedly be exaggerated bv the 
telegraph, and the sentinel who fired in the dark 
will he temporarily immortalized by the Charles- 
tonians. 

Affairs at Charleston. — A correspondent 
says: 

The Mercury recommends that planters should 
hold hack their stock of cotton, because wit bin six 
months a short supply will !»e produced, to an ex- 
t nt that will bring England and other consumers 
to their doors, to open the Southern ports and 
recognize the Southern Confederacy. It is to l»e 
] Resumed that the man who can hold his breath 
lor a single day, can, the rest of his natural life, 
live without eating or breathing. The planter 
wants England’s money quite as much as England 
wants his cotton. 

Fort Sumter is still in receipt of its daily sup- 
plies from the Charleston market, and mails from 
the postoffice. Either to get rid of mouths to 
feed, 01 to make ready for action, Major Anderson 
is sending away from the Fort all the workmen 
(who will not serve as soldiers) and the women, 
so that the garrison is now*, or within a few days 
will he, down to the original number of 63 — in all 
ataut 70, including officers and musicians. Flags 
of truce pass daily between the fort and the c ty. 
Several unsuccessful attempts at desertion have 
recently been made. 

It is said that a large number of the men who 
are under arms will refuse pay from the State, 
hut will give their time and services. The pres- 
ence of so many men to feed has had the effect to 
rai«e the price of provisions in this market. Beef 
is the cheapest of meats, the price being from 10 
to 15 cents per pound, mutton 20 cento, pork 
(fresh) 12 to 15 cents, bacon 1 1 to 16 cents, pota- 
toes $3 50 per barrel. Large quantities of rice 
aroused by the army, as well as people generally.

Despatches from our Squadron in tiif. Chi- 
na JSkas. — D espatches have been received at the 
Navy Department from Flag Officer Strihbllng, 
with dates from Hong Kong to Nov. 27. By the 
latest account* from the north, the Chinese had 
published the treaty of Tien -IV in, and the Con- 
vention of I'ekin, in the official Gazette of Pekin. 

The allies left Pekin, hut will retain a force of 
four or five thousand men at Trin Sien for the 
present. The English and French Embassadors 
are expected to leave the North cf China very 
soon. 

The reliela continue to occupy all the country 
around .Shanghae, and at the latest dates were 
near the city. There can be no danger to our 
countrymen there at present a* the allies have a 
large mrce th°re now, and which will soon l>e in- 
creased by 2,000 French troops. Trade, however, 
cannot be as usual theie under existing circum- 
stances. At present there appears to bo but little 
hope of a letter state of things until the rebels 
are expelled, or they acquire possession of Shang- 
hae. In the latter event happening, one-third of 
the Empire, now under rule of the rebels, would 
he e pened to trade. 

The Commodore had heard of the arrival of the 
Niagara at Jeddo, with the Japanese, and she 
would leave at once for Hong Kong, reaching 
there on the 1st of December. She will probably 
leave fo A - en on the 10th, with Minister Ward 
who will leave at that time for the United States.

7. That the line of 36 decrees 30 minutes shall 
he run through all ihe existing territory of the 
United States; that in all north of that line slave- 
ry shall he prohibited, and that south of that line 
neither Congress nor the territorial legislature 
shall hereafter pass any law abolishing, prohibit- 
ing, or in any manner interfering with African 
slavery: and that when any territory containing 
a sufficient population for one member of Con- 
gress in any area of 60,000 square miles shall ap- 
ply for admission as a State, it shall l>o admitted 
with or without slavery, as its constitution may 
determine.

XXXVIth CONGRESS— SECOND SESSION 
Thursday's Proceedings Continued. 

Washington, Jan. 31 
Senate. — Mr. Seward, in the course of his re 
marks, said he had been asked to support this pe 
tilion. He had not'vet, though he anxiously wait 
ed and hoped for a manifestation oj the part of 
the people of the country and their Uepresenta 
tives which wonld justify him in saying that the 
seceding States or tho>e who sympathize with 
them have made propositions which the citizens 
of the adhering States could accept, or that this 
or any of her of the various propositions from citi 
zens of adhering States, or those desiring to ad 
here to the Union would not be acceptable and 
satisfactory to the other party. I have thought 
it my duty to hold myself open and ready for the 
best adjustment that could be practically made. 

I have, therefore, been obliged to ask this Com- 
mittee to he content with the assurance that I 
express to the public and the Senate that the 
spirit in which they come is perfectly commenda 
ble. It is perfectly satisfactory and gratifying 
to me to see a proper spirit of fraternal kindness, 
of conciliation ana affection, adopted by a large 
non ion of my fellow citizens of the State where 
I belong. I have a.«ked them, also, in return for 
performing rav duty on this occasion, when they 
arrive home, that they will act in the same spirit 
and manifest their devotion to the Union above 
all other interests and senliments, by speaking 
for the Union, by voting for the Union, and, if it 
should l»e demanded, even giving their money for 
the Union, and fighting, in the last resort, for the 
Union — taking care that speaking always goes 
before voting, voting goes before giving money 
and all go before battle, which 1 should regard 
hazardous and dangerous and therefore the last, 
as it would be the most painful measure to be 
used for the salvation of the Union. This is the 
spirit in which I determined for myself to come 
up to this great question; to pass through it, as I 
sincerely believe we shall pass through it. For, 
although this great controversy is not already 
settled, 1 do not therefore any the less calculate 
upon and expect it will be peacefully settled, and 
settled for the Union. I do not expect the Union 
will be firmly re established in ninety days, bat 
m3' confidence remains, that as I have not believed 
the passion and frenzy of the hour can over- 
turn this great fabric of constitutional liberty and 
empire in ninety days, so I have felt sure there 
will be time, even after the expiration of ninety 
days, for the restoration of all lhat has been lost 
and the re-cstablishment of all that is in danger. 

Secession or revolution on one side and coercion 
or defiance on the other are all to. pass aw-a}’ l»e- 
fore the Uuion is to become tho grand, absorbing 
object of interest and affectio^and dut\' on tho 
part of citizens of the United States. A great 
many partisan interests are to be suppressed — par- 
ty platforms swept away before the Union, if in 
({anger, and if it is to be saved, can be saved, bat 
it will require but a very short time — if the Union 
does require to he saved, for all these interests 
and platforms — all these men to disappear. Yes, 
everybody who shall oppose, resist, or stand in 
the wav of the preservation of this Union, will 
appear like moths in a summer eve— when t?e 
whirlwind of popular indignation arises that shall 
be excited at its full discovery that this Union is 
n danger through faction, or even the impracti- 
cability of one part. Alluding to the question of 
slavery in territories, which had been a vital one 
For twelve years at least, he said the admission of 
Kansas settled all that was vital or important in 
it, leaving behind nothing but the passions which 
the contest engendered. Kansas is in the Union 
California and Oregon are iu the Union, and 
now the same contest distracts this Union as lie- 
fore. The extent of the territories — afer the ad- 
mission of Kansas — is 1,063,500 square miles, an 
area twent>'-four times that of tho State of New 
Y’oik. Twenty-four such Sta'es as New York are 
yet to be organized. Now, under what is accept- 
ed by the Administration ns a judicial decree, 
even* inch of ihat territory is slave territory. He 
spoke of Ihe decree not as he accepted it, but as 
enforced by the existing Administration. Over 
a considerable portion the slave code made by 
the Government and created by Congress is en- 
forced. How many slaves ar«r there in it? Twen- 
v-four African slaves. He had followed this 
thing in good faith with zeal and onerg}', but 
confessed lie had uo fears of slavery wherein the 
peculiar condition of things which has existed, 
slavery has succeeded iu planting only one slave 
upon everv 44,000 square miles of territory. This 
then ceased to be the practical question. 

In lieu comes up the great, vital, and fearful 
piestion, Union or dissolution — of the country or 
no country — the question of hope — tie question 
)f linking forever under the contempt of man- 
kind. Why then should he despair that a great 
people of thirty millions will be unable to meet 
the cricit? He had no fear. This is a Confeder- 
acy, not an imperial government or government 
of a single .State. It is a Confederacy dependent 
upon the imperial consent of all members, and 
subject to dissolution by their own action. Hut 
that assent is always to be taken by virtue of 
original assent, and held until the form preserved 
by the Constitution itself, and in the time and 
manner and with all conditions which the Con- 
stitution prescribed. Those who constitute the 
Union shall declare that it shall be no longer,

Washington, Jan. 31. 

It appears from official sources that representa- 
tions concerning the troubles of foreign veasels in 
Charleston harbor have been made to this Gov- 
ernment by British, Spanish, and Bremen Minis- 
ters. Secretary Black’s repl\' is to the effect that 
the President would deeply regret that an}’ injury 
should happen lo the commerce of foreign or 
friendly nations, and especially that British sub- 
jects at Charleston should suffer by the anoma- 
lous state of things existing there. Black quotes 
from the law to show that the jurisdiction of the 
Federal Government to collect duty on imports is 
exclusive. Whether the existing state of things 
at Charleston will or will not be regarded suffi- 
cient reason for not executing the penalties in- 
curred by British subjects is a question which 
Lord Lyons will see no necessity for raising until 
it practically arises. Each case will doubtless 
have its peculiarities. Black regrets that this 
consideration compels him to decline to give any 
assurances on the point presented. 

The Treasury Department will give public in- 
formation of the condition in which Carolina puts 
the port. 

The select committee examined about 12 wit- 
nesses in the alleged conspiracy to seize the Cap- 
ital. Nothing startling was elicited. Gen. Scott 
was before them two hours to-day. ne said there 
was abundant evidence to his mind to justify him 
in making military preparations, though it was 
not of the strongest character. There is certainly 
nothing to show that an organization for that pur- 
pose exists in the District. 

Rai.kigii, Jan. 31. 

The Legislature elected Mr. Clinginan Senator 
to Congress. 

A resolution is under consideration declaring 
that in case the sectional difficulties are not 
speedily reconciled, North Carolina will go with 
the South. The militar}’ bill comes up next. 

Norfolk, Jan. 31. 
The U. S. brig Dolphin is receiving armament 
at the navy-yard. She is said to be moored off 
the U. S. magazine. 

Yesterday, a company of artillery and a com- 
pany of infantry State troops went to Fort Nor- 
folk and practiced guns on the beach. 

The statement th-it there is a scheme laid to 
blow up Fort Norfolk is unfounded. 

The garrison of Fort Monroe numbers 300. It 
will be strengthened in a few da}'8 by 200 more 
from Governor’s Island. • 

Indianapolis, Jan. 31. 

The joint resolution authorizing the Governor 
to appoint five commissioners to the convention 
Washington on the 1th proximo pissed both 
Houses of the Legislature this evening by almost 
an unanimous vote. The Governor will announce 
the commissioners to-morrow morning. 

IIarrisrurg, Jan, 31. 

The Governor appointed the following gentle- 
men Commissioners to Washington City, viz; 
Wm. M. Meredet h, Thos. Whi’e, James Pollock, 
David Wilmot. Thos. C. Franklin, A. W. Loomis, 
and Wm. McKennan. The first three have ac- 
cepted. and the others have not, as yet, been 
heard from. 

Nkw York, Jan. 31. 

The schooner W. II. Tit comb arrived this 
morning in forty days from Sierra Leone. 

A Spanish brig had l>een taken by H. B. M. 
steamer Imperiense and taken into Sierra Leone. 
There were no slaves on board at the time. The 
captain had landed his mone}’ the day previous to 
buy slaves. 

Alton, III., Jan. 31.

Washington, Jan. 31.

icy and purposes. He trusted there may be time 
enough for the policy and the purposes of the 
lovers of the Union. God grant it may; if not, 
these controversies will be settled just as our 
forefathers foresaw when they framed the Con- 
stitution — by submission to the people of the 
United .States in convention, called according to 
the forms of the Constitution and in the manner 
prescribed by law. 

Mr. Mason said, after all else, the recommenda- 
tion of the Senator, battle and blood then is to 
save the Union. The Union is broken — is there 
no union in the country. 

Mr. Seward said he whs not surprised that the 
Senator from Virginia differed. The Senator sees 
a dissevered country. He saw returning reason, 
judgment, and harmony in the Union, and the 
Senator from Virginia here, is he in the Union or 
out -seats are here — States are here — Union here. 

He had contemplated fighting becanse be knew* 
treason North and South might arm against the 
Union. 

Mr. Ma on said ho wanted to place before the 
American people the fact that the Senator pro- 
poses as a remedy war. He has presented the 
argument of a tyrant, force, compulsion, as the 
only resort. He takes no notice of communities 
lainiing to have resumed sovereignty, and are 
now completely out of the Union. He wanted 
Virginia not to be hoodwinked hy the cry of 
peace when there was no peace. . lie trusted the 
good sense of the people North and South would 
repudiate the counsels of the South. 

Mr. Seward was ainaztfl at the delusion of the 
Senator from Virginia. He made a speech paci- 
fic and fraternal. 1 he Senator makes it a declar- 
ation of war. He could see nothing but war in 
speech which simply proposed speaking for the 
Union, voting for the Union, giving money for 
the Uuion, and a Convention in a constitutional 
form, and only after all were exhausted then 
stand by the old fi ig, and if it must fall to be 
wrapped in its folds. 

Mr. Mason said he was speaking for Virginia. 
She would never remain in tneconf< deracy unless 
guarantees wer« effectually made for the* preser- 
ation of her rights. He was not willing to sub- 
mit the question to the m;>$3 of the American 
people, for the Constitution recognizes the people 
as f*eople of the States. 

Mr. Doug la 8 desired peace and the maintenance 
of tho Union, but failed to see anything in the 
net ion of the Senator from Virginia to encourage 
he idea. He was pained when the Senator from 
Pennsylvania (Cameron) made a large advance 
toward conciliation, he seemed to lie repelled by 
the Senator from Virginia. The Senator from 
Virginia said ho wanted no coercion. He whs 
applauded by the Senator from New Hampshire 
(Hale). He was pained also when the Senator 
from N. Y. this morning was met in such a spirit, 
as if he feared moderation would prevail. There 
seemed to be concert between extremists of both 
sides. The other day Senators on this side re- 
fused to vote when the proposition of the Senator 
from New Hampshire (Clark) passed. They then 
telegraphed to tho South there was no hope, as 
the Republicans voted down the Crittenden prop- 
osition. 

Mr. Johnson, of Ark , said there was no concert 
of action. Senators refused to vote because they 
wanted to see the action of the Republicans, and 
it was evident there was no hope. 

Mr. Douglas said he never ceased to hope while 
there was hope, and that he saw indications to- 
day. Why not the amendment that Congress 
has no power to legislate on the subject of slavery 
except to perform the duties regarding fugitives 
and prohibition of the slave trade. With that 
wo might have peace. 

Mr. Hale expressed surprise that the Senator 
from Illinois regarded with surprise tho approba- 
tion he showed at the remarks of the Senator 
from Virginia. The latter said the people of Vir- 
ginia are sa’istied with the Constitution, and ask- 
ed no concessions. He was willing to take the 
Constitution as it was. The best hopes of man- 
kind were freighted in the ship of the Union, and 
none but madmen would give ii up to trv a new 
experiment. It bad been said that New’ England 
was to be slough* d off any wav, and if the coun- 
try could get along without New England, he 
would say G'*l bless them. He pi id an eloquent 
tribute to the enterprise and industry of New 
England. He might go to the cotton fields of the 
South and see, but for New England, that cotton 
which they call King, would be a beggar. It whs 
also said that the Northwest was going off. Well, 
good-bye, but give us back our jewels, give back 
tho S«‘iiator from Illinois with his great princi- 
ples, for he belongs to us. If Ohio goes, give 
tiack her thundering orator, Wade, for he belongs 
to us. No, not till men have lost all recollection, 
would the West leave New England. He would 
be willing to do anything reasonable to save the 
country, but if the South insists let them go, and 
when thev return we will kill the fatted calf. 

Wigfall declared ihat the South would never 
submit to coercion and w’ould never come back. 

Douglas responded to some remarks concerning 
his doctrine, concluding with the hope that the 
Union will lie preserved, saying he had reasons 
on w hich to predicate this hope. 

Wigfall proceeded to argue against non-inter- 
vention. Adjourned, 

House — Mr. Uhel|is made a speech against ap- 
propriation without action. Committee rose. 

Mr. Adams of Mass., made a speech on the re- 
port of the Committee of Thirty- three. lie said 
the most magnificent example of self-government 
known to the history of the world was in immi- 
nent danger by reason of the precipitate violence 
of a few desperate men. He discussed the cause 
and effect of the proceedings. There was no rea- 
son for disaffection on the part of 10 or 12 States 
except the successful candidates in the late elec- 
tion were persons for whom they did not vote. 
To refuse obedience to the will of the people Con- 
siitutionally expressed is revolution, but is called 
rebellion under even’ code of law. He discussed 
points showing that the personal liberty bills 
never freed a slave, and that they applied to that 
territory which slaveholders never desire to oc- 
cupy, and that the South apprehended events 
which can never take place. He adverted to the 
measures of the Committee of Thirty-three as the 
effectual mode of disposing of the agitating ques- 
tion e : actively and forever. If the Union is 
bro ken, the reason shall remain on record forever. 
It would be liecause gentlemen on the other side 
rejected one form of settling the question in order 
to present another which the North could not ac- 
cept w ithout disgrace. If the object w'as to car- 
ry on slavery propagandism, he could not lie con- 
nected with it, let the consequences be what they 
may. He repeated what lie asserted last session, 
the project of a Southern Confederacy will igno- 
miniously fail. He concluded with an eloquent 
appeal for the perpetuation of the Union. 

The House again went into Committee on the 
deficiency bill. 

Sickles advocated the Chiriqui amendment. 
Recets till 7 o’clock. 

Evening Session— Mr. Farnsworth, of 111., made 
a Republican speech. He was against the report 
of the Committee of Thirty-three. He would not 
give an inch vantage ground to slavery. 

Mr. Avery, of Tenn., replied to the speech of 
his colleague Etheridge, which he termed extra- 
ordinary and unnatural. He said the people of 
Tennessee would be satisfied with nothing short 
of the Crittenden proposition. 

Mr. Niblack, of Ind., was willing to grant the 
Seceders everything consistent with honor. In 
the meantime he was in favor of a vigorous en- 
forcement of the laws. 

Mr. Kerton, of Ohio, argued against compro- 
mise. 

Mr. Hamilton, of Texas, got the floor, and the 
House adjourned. 

Nkw York, Jan. 31. 

Special Washington despatches state that Col. 
Hayne. of South Carolina, to day presented South 
Carolina’s ultimatum regarding the occupation of 
Fort Sumter. President Buchanan ackowledged 
its receipt, but made no further reply. 

The announcement of the Springfield (111.) 
Journal, that Lincoln is opposed to any measures 
of compromise, is regarded iu Washington as 
official, and it is authoritatively said there that 
Linciln a ill give no intimation of his future 
policy until after his inauguration. 

The Pacific Railroad bill is likely to fail in the 
House in consequence of the Senate's amend- 
ments.

He earnestly appealed for the rights of the South 
and, speaking in favor of the Border States and 
Crittenden Compromise, said any plun of settle 
ment would meet his approbation. 

House then took a recess till 7 o’clock P. M. 
Evening Session . — Mr. Killenger, of Penn, 
spoke in favor of the enforcement of the laws in 
the case of the seceeding States. In the courae 
of his remarks, he said the Border States renounce 
the theory of secession forever. Ho would meet 
them half-way in a spirit of conciliation.

Friday's Proceedings 

Washington, February 1. 

Senate. — Mr. Ten Eyck presented the joint res- 
olutions of the New Jersey legislature, expres- 
sing willingness to accept* the Crittenden resolu- 
tions, advising a Convention of the States and ap- 
pointing Commissioners to meet other States and 
instructing the Senators and Representatives of 
New Jersey to act in accordance with these reso- 
lutions. lie said these resolutions commanded his 
respect, but were not to control his actions or 
manacle his limbs. A Senator he thought, was 
bound to guard the interest of his State, hut he 
was also Unind to guard the weal of all the 
States. He regarded the Constitution of the U. 
S. to he the supreme law, and if his State de- 
manded unconstitutional ac ion he still would foel 
bound to obey the Constitution of tbe United 
States. If a Senator was bound to obey the in- 
structions of his State then a piece of mechanism 
would do as well as a man. He referred to a for- 
mer occasion when a Senator of New Jersey de- 
clined to obey instructions and said he should hes- 
itate to obey the instructions because he did not 
believe they represented the feelings of the people 
of New Jersey. 

Mr. Trumbull offered a resolution for the ap- 
pointment of a committee in connection with the 
House committee to provide for counting the elec- 
toral votes. Objected to and laid over. 

The President s message was taken up. 

Mr. Eat ham made a Union speech, and said the 
people of California breatho but one sentment of 
loyalty and devotion to the Union, and will ratify 
any settlement which will satify the South, and, 
if such satisfaction is refused, a large portion of 
them will say let them go in peace. In the lan- 
guage of the Senator from New York, the people 
of California speak for Union, vote for Union, 
give their money for Union, and will fight for 
Union, provided he can show them how, by such 
fighting, thev can maintain the lilasrty, fraterni- 
ty, and equality of the ir Southern brethren of tbe 
Union, but, if he cannot perform that difficult 
task, the people of that coast will never imbrue 
their hands in the blood of their Southern 
brethren. He was willing to vote for the propo- 
sitions of the Senators from Kentucky and Illi- 
nois, but thought that the wisest plan was that 
of his from Minnesota. 

The further consideration of the message was 
postponed till Monday next. The Indian Appro- 
priation Bill was postponed till Saturday next. 

Mr Simmons, from the Select Committee, re- 
ported the Tariff Bill with amendments, which 
was made the special order for Wednesday. 

Mr. Cameron presented the credentials of Mr. 
Cowan, the Senator elect from Pennsylvania. 



The Diplomatic Appropriation Bill, somewhat 
amended, passed. ’Ihe Executive and Judicial 
Appropriation Bills, amended, passed. 

After an Executive Session the Senate ad- 
journed. 

Hous*‘. — Mr. Conway rose to question of privi- 
lege, and read the resolution introduced by Mr. 
Hindman yesterday regarding his right to a seat, 
whether he has been constitutionally elected the 
Representative from Kansas. As this was the 
first time his right to a seat had been questioned, 
and as he yesterday took oath from the Speaker 
without any objection, he thought Mr. Hindman 
should inform the House as to the reason which 
prompted him to take so extraordinary a position. 

Mr. Hindman said it afforded him much pleas- 
ure to do so. It was without any intention to 
assail particularly the gentleman, and grew out 
of no hostility to* him or bis State. It occurred 
to him that the question should be settled as to 
what time a State becomes entitled to a Repre- 
sentative in Congress. Having been informed, 
and believing that the election under which the 
gentleman claims his seat took place long before 
the admission of Kansas into the Union, it seemed 



to him evident that the right of representation 
does not rest under that election. It was quite 
evident that Kansas became entitled to a mcni- 
of the House at the time when duly admitted 
into the Union. It seemed to Lim, for tbe reason 
stated, that the election was a mere nullity; 
therefore he wanted tbe question decided whether 
the people of a Territory may proceed to elect a 
Representative to Congress. 

After some debate between Messrs. Ilindman 
a'id Grow the matter was dropped. 

Mr. Sherman, from the Committee of Wavs 
and Means, reported a bill to authorize the Presi- 
dent to borrow twenty-five millions of dollars 
previous to the 1st of July for the purpose of re- 
deeming Treasury notes, &c. 

Mr. Edwards presented a memorial of the Con- 
stitutional Union party of New Hampshire de- 
claring that the slavery question shoald be 
removed from Congress; that it should be a final 
settlement; that States should he admitted with 
or without slavery, as the people may demand; 
that there should’ be no interference with slavery 
in States or where the Federal Government has 
jurisdiction; no interference of the slave trade be- 
tween the States; all sections should be main- 
tained in the full enjoyment of their constitu- 
tional rights, &c., &c. 

Mr. Edwards, in reply to a Question of Mr. 
Cochrane said a large portion of the memorial 
did not meet with his approbation. Referred to 
the special committee of five 

Mr. Kellogg, of III., offered a substitute to the 
report of tbe Committee of Thirty-three. They 
are joint resolutions, proposing amendments to 
the Constitution, to be ratified in the manner in- 
dicated by that instrument. Article 13 prohibits 
slavery except for punishment of crime, in all 
territory north of 36 deg. 30 min. while it shall 
remain under a territorial government, and allows 
it in all territory south of that line while in a ter- 
ritorial condition, and provides for admission 
into the Union any territory north or south, 
with or without ’slavery, as the Consti- 
tutions of such State shall provide. 
Article 14th says, nothing in the Constitution 
shall be construed to authorize any department 
of the government to interfere with the relations 
of persons held to service in any State where that 
service exists, nor in any manner establish or 
sustain that relation when it is prohibited by the 
laws or Constitution of the State. This ar icle is 
not to be altered or amended without the consent 
of every State in the Union. Article 15th con- 
strues the Constitu ion so as to empower Congress 
to pass laws necessary for the return of persons 
held to service. Article 16th forever prohibits 
the African slave trade. 

Mr. McClernand was happy to see such a prop- 
osition from a gentleman whose relations were so 
near the President elect.

Tho President has recognized Mr. J. De Bruyn- 
kets as Vice Consul of the Netherlands for North 
Carolina, South Carolina, and Georgia, to reride 
at Charleston. 

Orders have just been issued for the enrollment 
of all persons subject to militia duty in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. 

The boundary dispute which has existed for so 
many years between Massachusetts and Rhode 
[gland, and which was amicably submitted to the 
Supreme Court for its decision, has been to day 
prospectively settled by an interrogatory order to 
that effect. The papers are to be filed in August 
next, and the decree given at the next term of 
the Court. Messrs. Clifford and Phillips appeared 
for Massachusetts, and Messrs. Jenks and Bailey 
for Rhode Island, and Attorney- General Stanton 
for the United State*. The well-known Gaines 
case is set for Tuesday. 

Two companies of artillery arrived here to-day 
from Fort Hamilton. There are now five compa- 
nies of that arm of the service here, which, to- 
gether with the Infantry and Marinas, make about 
six hundred Federal troops in Washington and 
vicinity. 

Horatio King, the First-Assistant Postmaster, 
has been appointed Post master- General.

Tex as Legislature. — A letter to the News, 
dateff Austin, Jan. 22, says: 

After the assemblage of the Legislature this 
morning, a resolution was offered in the House of 
Representatives to repeal the joint resolutions, 
known as the “Kansas resolutions,” which were 
passed by the Legislature in February, 1858. It 
was on one of them that Gov. Houston based his 
late proclamation, ordering an election of seven 
delegates to a Southern convention, to preserve 
our rights “in” the Union, and to be held when- 
ever a majority yf Southern Governors should 
a?k it. Tbe resolution to repeal passed the House 
hv a vote of 55 yeas to 15 nays. In the House, a 
resolution offered by Mr. Mills, of Navarro, was 
unanimously passed, declaring that the Federal 
Government has no power to coerce a sovereign 
State, after she has pronounced her separation 
from it. The Senate will pass the same resolu- 
tion by a similar vote. 

A letter to the News, dated Austin, Jan. 28, 
says: 

1 he Governor’s message was Bent in yesterday 
ard read to both Houses iu joint session, but no 
action was taken upon it. fie is now for a con- 
vention to be ordered by the Legislature. 

Mr. Henry, (Unionist) of Grayson, introduced 
in the House u resolution repealing the resolutions 
of annexation. Referred to Committee on Fed- 
eral Relations. 

Judge Franklin, of Galveston, presented a res- 
olution repealing the law of Dec. 19, 1849, ceding 
to the United States jurisdiction over portions of 
our soil for the erection of forts, and for other 
put die uses. Referred to the Committee on Ju- 
diciary. 

A resolution that any ordinance withdrawing 
this State from the Union, shall be referred to 
the people for ratification, was laid on the table, 
on the ground that the Committee of Federal Re- 
lations had already reported joint resolutions em- 
bracing such reference to the popular vote; fully 
recognizing the convention that is to meet on 
M >ndav; and giving its members the same mile- 
age and per diem as to the legislators. This report 
and its resolutions are the special order of the 
dav for to-morrow, at 11 A. M. 

A bill from tbe S^nato was taken up in the 
House, directing Mr. Johns, the Comptroller, to 
proceed immediately to Washington City, to pro- 
cure all money that may be due to this State 
and bring it home, to be deposited in the State 
Treasury, was passed finally, by suspension of 
rules. The amount is about $180,000. 

A bill for frontier protection was introduced 
and referred to the Committee on Military Af- 
fairs. 

In the Senate a bill has been introduced by Mr. 
Throckmorton, providing for a convention of tbe 
people’s delegates; another by Mr. Herbert, re- 
cognizing the convention to assemble on tbe 
28th inst.; another, by Mr. Britfon, provides for 
the election, by the Legislature, of three commis- 
sioners to attend the convention proposed hy Ala- 
bama and South Carolina at Montgomery, Ala.; 
all of which are before tbe Committee on State 
Affairs. 

It is admitted on all hands that the Legislature 
is in favor of immediate secession by a majority 
of 3 to 1; and there is no doubt the bills pending 
for giving the sanction of the State Government 
to the convention that meets on Monday, will be 
passed with very little opposition, except from 
the Governor, and .will be easily passed ever his 
head.

Texas. — I n the Galveston Civilian of the 25th 
we find the following news from the northern 
frontier: 

The Weatherford News contains the following 
items of Indian news: A party of fifty-two In- 
dians surprised a camp of twelve buffalo hunters 
at Round Timber, on the Brazos river, on Tues- 
day, January 8, and took their horses. The men, 
being so far outnumbered, made no resistance 
whatever, hut made their way to Captain Ross’s 
camn on foot, as speedily as possible. They did 
not know to what tril>e tho Indians belonged, 
neither could they tell in what direction they 
were traveling. 

Capt. Rogers, of Ellis county, who went out 
some time since to the Indian region with a com- 
pany, having concluded to return home, on reach- 
ing *W eat herford and learning of his appointment 
by Gov. Houston to raise 70 men, determined to 
accept the appointment, and at once enlisted some 
20 men and sent them out into Jack county, and 
left on his way back to Ellis to complete his com- 
pany. 

Ihe News anticipates good results from the 
olunteers now gathering on the frontier. It says 
that active preparations were made for an expe- 
dition against the Indians, to organize at I-ost 
Valley, in Jack county. A number of men have 
passed through Weatherford en route for the place 
of general rendezvous, and at this time there is 
encamped near town a company of twenty-nine 
fine looking and intelligent men, from Limestone 
and Freestone counties, well mounted, armed, and 
equipped on their wav thither. The News say?: 
“Those who have deserted their homes on the 
frontier may now safely return to them, as the 
rangers out will be able to eff dually protect 
them. For our part we consider that in two 
weeks from this time ihe frontier will be safer 
than it has l>een for two years.”

the weapons, nor the ammunition, nor the sinews 
of war will fall short of his nerd, as they did on 1 
his first landing at Marsaia. The treasures ot j 
the Sicilian and Neapolitan arsenals, the muskets j 
and swords with which a hundred too easily won 
Calabrian fields were strewn, and the free con 
inflations from Kngli.h and American warlike 
manufactories are scattered about the country, 
and 1 verv much question whether at any time 
since Charles V. so many implements of destruc- 
tion were either iu possession or within very easy 
reach of the Italian population as thev are at this 
present emergency. No imaginable condition 
of the country could be more favorable to 
the enterprise of militant Garilwldism than 
the actual strain of popul ir energies which the 
late commotions have caused. Garibaldi will rise 
in arms, and there ik no doubt as to the point upon 
which his first attack will be directed. Tne valor 
of his hands will certainly be as inefficient against 
the ramparts of Verona 'and Mantua as it proved 
against the less formidable liattletnents of Capua 
or Gaeta. But the quadrilateral is not the only 
vulnerable side of Austria, and there is no longer 
any doubt that the first warlike outbreak w ill 
occur on the Adriatic coast or the Danube. Be- 
tween the Italian and the Hungarian followers of 
the hermit of Caprera a bond of blood has been 
cemented ou the battlefield, and the court of 
Vienna must show no common address if it can 
come to such terms with its Magyar and Slavonic 
subjects as to make them deaf to the voice of the 
charmer, who will proclaim that the best compact 
between a sovereign and his twice and thrice de- 
luded subjects should be sealed with the pommel 
of a drawn sword. Unquestionably, Garibaldi 
may have to deal with Russia and France, no less 
than with Austria and Germany, he may have to 
set aside the conclusions of a Kuropean congress; 
but his line of conduct has long been chalked out 
for him by his own headlong impulse; and he can- 
not swerve one inch from it, whatever may be the 
consequences. So long as the goal he aims at is 
the onancipation of the whole soil of Italy, not 
only the passions, but the sense of the country are 
all enlisted on his side. With the n ost wary and 
timid the question is but one of time and expe- 
dience; l ut on the main principle there are no 
two opinions, and where one man does not hesitate 
to lead, all his free countrymen must be fain to 
follow. 

There is only ore man in the country who is not 
fully at liberty to give in to the general move- 
ment, and that is Count Cavour. Count Cavour 
stands, to some extent, committed to the Anglo 
French alliance, and bound to the maintenance of 
order and peace. A statesman at the head of a 
legal and recognized government is answerable 
to his country and to his neighbors for any at- 
tempt of which he cannot calculate the probable 
results. The uncompromising audacity by which 
a guerrilla chief brusquely courts, and often wins 
the smiles of fortune, would be stigmatized as 
unpardonable folly if it were imitated, or even 
countenanced by a wary diplomatist. Yet Cavour 
1 as been able hitherto to guide only by following 
the current. He has reaped the benefit of those 
Garibaldian achievements which he would have 
flien utterly unable to prevent. His place of safety 
has always been, and still will be in tne second line 
of Garibaldi's army. The day in which he adopted 
anv stronger measures against a second Garibaldi 
exploit than vague apparent remonstrance ar d 
actual threadbare connivance, would mark the 
close of his political career. Should Turr, Kfler, 
and Bixio, and the noblest of the red-shirted 
leaders effect their purpose, either in Dalmatia or 
any other part of the disorganized Austrian em- 
pire, Italy would have to co-operate with them, 
with or 'without the consent and good-will of 
King Victor Emanuel or his admirers. 

A Sttir Struck bt Lightning — Singular 
Freak of Electric Fluid . — At a recent meeting of 
the Paris Academy of Sciences a report was 
read, which was loncarded through Ihe Mini ter 
of Marine by Lieutenant Laporterie, and de- 
scribed the effects of a stroke of lightning expe- 
rienced on boavd the St. Louis man-of-war, in 
the roadstead of Gaeta, on the 10th of Dfcemlier. 

This account was sc com ponied by the platinnm 
point of the lightning conductor which received 
the stroke, and a bit of melted copper from the 
rod of the same conductor, M. Laporterie states 
that after a violent gale, which blew on the 7th 
and 8th, the iky was covered with thick masses 
of clouds, and a storm broke out on the ,10th, 
chiefly confined to the north-west part of the 
heavens. At half-past one P. M., the electric 
fluid struck the conductor of the mainmast, ac- 
companied by a detonation equal to that of a 
heavy discharge of artillery. A portion of the 
platinum point was melted, and the rest broken 
off from the red. Curiously enough, the base of 
this platinnm pent, in the shape of a cone, had 
remained uninjured, with the strew in by which 
it had been fixed to the rod, while the remaining 
extremity of the rod, which the screw had been 
snapped off from, was mePed. 'I he conductors 
of tho fore and mizzen-musts had received no 
injury; but a sergeant, who was seated near the 
funnel of the engine, at a distance of nine- 
teen feet from the mainmast, felt such a violent 
shock that he thought he hud been struck by 
some Sardinian projectile which had fallen on 
hoard by accident; he thought he felt blood trick- 
ling from Ihe wouud, and it was only after un- 
dressing and submitting to an examination that 
he could be persuaded he had not been wounded. 

At the foot of the mainmast a bluish flame, two 
f.*et and a half in length, was noticed, but it 
immediately disappeared. The pocket-knife of 
one of the sailors was strougly magnetized, as 
were also some steel pens in the officers’ rooms. 

Improvrii Ship's Compasskk. — A n improved 
compass, lately brought forwaid, has for its object 
the overcoming of local attraction on shiptmard — 
there being in t lie ordinary compass a verv per- 
ceptible deviation produced by bringing a piece of 
iron or steel into the neighlairliood of the needle. 

The amount of deviation depends upon the 
quantity of Iron and the nearness of its position. 

To prevent this, English vessels are subjected to 
an expensive process to compensate for these 
local attractions. Still, the compensation is not 
reliable, for the most careful adjustment may he 
neutruliz d by a thoughtless change in the jnisi- 
tion of the atlrac‘ive force. 

To this cause many accidents are attributable; 
and they are particularly to be dreaded in the 
case of iron steamers, and other iron and steel 
ships, because the polarity of the iron of the ship 
is liable to be disturbed by strains, concussions 
from the waves, and a variety of causes not under 
control. To Prevent this action of the iron of the 
ship, or of cables, bolts, &c., upon the needle, the 
compass in question has its needle enveloped with 
a guard against these local attractions, in such a 
manner as at the same time not to prevent its 
sensibility to terrestrial magnetism. 

Cure for Frosted Feet . — It is said that frozen 
feet can be speedily and certainly cured by being 
bathed and well rubbed with kerosene or coal oil, 
for a few times at night befnro retiring to bed. 
several persons have already tried it, all of whom 
unite in pronouncing it an effectual cure, which, 
if they are correct, is an easy and cheap mode of 
getting rid of a very sore and troublesome atllic- 
tion. 'Those who have tried it inform us that the 
feet should lie well warmed by a hot stove during 
and after the application of the oil. and it will 
certainly effect a tqieedv cure. Persons suffering 
from the pain of frosted feet will no doubt do well 
in giving it a trial, for it is surelv a verv cheap 
ointment, as one which is verv- easily applied.

Tb9 City Railroad of Philadelphia paid £632 
tolls last week. 

Hon. A. II. Stuart, of the Virginia State Sen- 
ate, has announced himself as a candidate for the 
State Convention. 

The workmen at the Portsmouth (Va.) Navy 
yard are now receiving their pay. 

The Raleigh (N. C.) Register of Tuesday, is 
out in favor of a chain-gang to compel the loafers 
and rowdies who are numerous in that town, to 
work for ibeir support. T he Register also has an 
accouot of the attempted assassination of two of its 
hands on Saturday night, as they were on their 
way home from the office. One of them was bad- 
ly injured.

lias been but a short time since 
it was first introduced among us, yet the mo- 
lasses manufactured from this cane has be- 
come of universal use in almost every family; 
and it is a fact established beyond all doubt 
that we can manufacture our own molasses 
better and cheaper than we can get it from the 
South. 1 speak in regard to this section of 
country from actual experience and observa- 
tion. In this latitude, the cane will generally 
become ripe enough to commence working up 
the first of September, and can be continued 
until November, giving at least two months 
time to work it. Within the months of last 
September and October, myself and two others 
manufactured 1,600 gallons of the Sorghum 
molasses, generally considered equal to the 
best Southern sirup. 

With an ordinary two horse mill and a 
Hedge’s small sized evaporator, wc easily man- 
ufactured from 30 to 50 gallons per day, ac- 
cording to the quality of cane and state of the 
weather. 

Iu the process of boiling, the main partieu 
lar in producing the liest sirup, is in at once 
filling the boiler or evaporator and boiling 
down as quickly as possible until tho proper 
thickness for molasses. The faster it can be 
evaporated the better, and there is no danger 
of burning, no matter how hot the fire, until 
it is nearly or quite thick enough for molasses. 

The cane should be very near, or quite iipe 
before cutting, and worked up as soon after 
being cat as possible. It should not stand 
until a frost, but if it docs it should be worked 
up immediately; in a word, all that cannot be 
worked up before a frost, should be cut and 
piled, and in some way sheltered from the sun 
and storms, for if exposed to either it will cer- 
tainly injure the virtue of the cane. 

I give these few experimental observations, 
without any pretence to perfection, hoping to 
elicit a more thorough experience from oth- 
ers, induce a free interchange of experimental 
results, and thereby “prove all things and hold 
fast to that which is good.’’ M. L\ S.

$jrThc following practical hints from the 
American Agriculturist arc worthy the careful 
consideration of our farmers during these cold 
days: 

How Shelter Saves L’ooh. — A1»o, Horn 
Warm Houses and Warm Clothing Save Food. 
Can it be that this subject is fully understood? 
Wc have talked and written a good deal about 
it, and so have others, yet judging from what 
wc sec wherever we travel through the country, 
the mass of people must still be ignorant, or 
the general practice would be far different. 
We will flatter ourselves, however, that those 
whose practice is wrong, have not been readers 
of the Agriculturist. It is below the truth to 
say that a correct knowledge and practice in 
the matter of protecting and feeding stock, 
would, during the present winter, save two 
million dollars worth of fodder in this country. 
The cold winter is upon us, and the fodder that 
may be saved, is likely to be need. Let us 
state as plainly as may be, a few elementary 
facts that all should understand. They are 
worth studying. 

The food that is consumed by man and 
beast, goes first tp supply the wnste or wear of 
the body, and what is left is stored in the form 
of increase in flesh. All that can be saved 
from waste or wear, is clear gain, or profit, in 
the form of added flesh. 

The body (of man or beast) constantly re- 
quires some nutriment from food, to take the 
place of the particles that are daily worn out 
by labor or exercise. The less the exercise, the 
less the food required for this purpose. The 
more quiet an animal can be kept, the less will 
be the food required to supply loss from wear 
of the muscles and other organs. 

The greatest amount of waste in the body, 
however, is the consumption of food to keep 
up the natural heat. How is the body kept 
warm? Why, really, just as a house is kept 
warm, by the oxydization of carbonaceous ma- 
terials, or in plainer words, by the burning up 
of materials, like wood and coal, which con- 
tain a large amount of an clement called car- 
bon or charcoal. Heat a piece of wood away 
from the free access of air, to drive off its wa- 
ter chiefly, and you have a bulk of charcoal 
left nearly equal in size to the original billet 
of wood. Heat bard coal, called stone coal, 
in the same way, and you have a mass of coke 
left, which is like charcoal. Heat potatoes, 
turnips, com, wheat, oats, hay, straw, bread, 
meat, or any other food, just as you heat wood 
in the coal-pit, and you get in every case a 
mass of charcoal. Charred meats, bread 
toasted black, etc., are familiar examples, only 
that in these cases the heating is done in the 
open air, and a part of the charcoal is driven 
off or carried away by the air. We repeat 
then, that all kinds of animal and human 
food, are largely composed of carbon or char- 
coal. It does not appear in its black form, 
until the other materials are driven off by heat, 
lint the carbon is none the less there because 
we do not see it with a black coat on. Oar 
animals arc eating large quantities of this car- 
bon in their hay, grain, and roots, and we eat 
it in our bread, meats, and vegetables. 

In tile fird- place and stove, the air (its oxy- 
gen) unites with the carbon of the wood or 
coal, forming a condensed heavy gas (carbonic 
acid) which goes up the chimney or stove-pipe. 
This condensing of the air wi h the fuel (or 
carbon in it.) gives out heat that was before 
latent or concealed, and our rooms are warmed. 

In the bodies of men or animals, the fuel 
(food) is chopped up by the teeth, and by the 
gastric juice in the stomach, and the particles 
are carried all over the body by the blood. We 
take in air through the mouth, just us the stove 
lakes it in through its draft. The air goes 
into the lungs, where it mixes with the blood, 
and is carried all over the body. When a par- 
ticle of this air meets a particle of food, it 
unites with it — they burn, just as the food 
would burn when the air came in contact with 
it in the stove. The result is, a little heat is 
given out. The myriads of food and air par- 
ticles constantly meeting within the body to- 
gether, produce heat enough to make up the 
waste heat constantly escaping from the sur- 
face.* In cold weather more heat is carried 
oft’ from the body, and wcand our animalsmnst 
either have more fire (more food and more air) 
to supply the greater waste of heat, or we must 
put on more clothing, or stay in warmer build- 
ings. (The carbonic acid, which in the 6tove 
is carried up the pipe, is in the body thrown 
into the lnngs and out into the air. A large 
number of persons breathing in a close room 
spoil the air the same as if a stove pipe opened 
into it.) 

Practical Deductions .- — The above explana- 
tions are of important application. To keep a 
house warm, wc must either make the outer 
walls so close or non-conducting as to prevent 
the escape of heat, or we must burn more fuel 
to get heat to supply the waste. To keep our 
bodies warm, wc must either put on warmer 
non-conducting clothing, to retain the heat of 
the system, or we must consume and digest 
more food (fuel) and breathe more air into the 
blood, to produce more internal heat to sup- 
ply the waste. 

If a horse is covered with a warm blanket to 
prevent the heat escaping from the surface, he 
will require less food to keep up the supply 
within, than if left uncovered in the cold air. 
If he is put in a warm stable he will need to 
eat much less food than if in an open stable, 
or in one where are open cracks, and drafts of 
cold air through doors, open spaces irtxhc floors, 
partitions, and ceilings. Stop up the cracks, 
and close up the needless openings, and yon 
will find your money in it when you have extra 
hay and oats to sell or buy toward spring. 

Cattle, sheep, and other animals, left out in 
the cold, must have much more food (fuel) 
than if kept in warm, close stables. They will 
eat less on the lee side of a building or shed 
than if exposed to currents of air that carry off 
the heat of the body rapidly. The less the food 
required by any animal to keep up the internal 
warmth, the more will there be stowed away in 
the form of increased fat and flesh, which is so 
much profit. Sheep kept at a haystack in a 
bleak field, will eat more (at the cost of the 
owner) but they will not grow more. The 
rapid internal fire required to sustain a life 
heat, weakens the system, as is too frequently 
shown'by running noses, and weakened bodies, 
in or before spring. 

Hogs kept in a warm pen with a good bed of 
straw, instead of in a cold pen, will use up less 
food for fuel, and store away much more fat, 
from the same number of bushels of corn. In 
one case they may be kept at a loss, and in the 
other pay a fair profit. The same reasoning 
applies to all animals — the human animal not 
excepted. Give all animals a warm habitation, 
or shield them from cold, and you will save 
food that would otherwise be required to keep 
up the animal heat. On the understanding 
and application of so simple a principle often 
depends the success or failure of many — of 
most men.

DISEASES OF T1IE THROAT AND LUNGS treat- 
el hz a new method of Medicated Inhalation and raiutl- 
t (tiecal treatment.
